Ho thought that 
Canada rested under^saj/dlsadvantago 
when tho Unlteatatttt8att*B>ia^^ 
bo placed in pobsB'Bfeioni 'b'f ittte treaty 
Whllo the* Canadian parliament could 
not. He disagreed with Lord Crewe's 
statement that there was any obliga- 
tion on the part of the United- States 
senate to deal with , these treaties In 
secret session. It was not an obligation 
but merely a practice. Lord Crewe had 
algt> stated, that it was not tho custom 
to publish or present treaties to par- 
liament .before ratification, and ho cit- 
ed five cases from Todd in which this 
had been done. The communication of 
the pres'VAt treaty, to parllamcht would 
not,, lu y. a opinion have heen , attended 
with detriment ' tb.'the public; Interest; 
Ho was loudly cheered when ho resum- 
ed his sea. : 

Sir Wilfrid Laurler complimented 
Mn Borden on the. spirit which had 
inspired his remarks. He admitted the 
rosponsibiUty of the government in, the 
matter.. Sir Wilfrid agreed with Mr, 
Borden that the treaty . 3hould;i be 
communlca,ted to the people, ^He iaw 
no reason ..T«<»nt6'VBr'foy?-wlthnoiainff'.It 
once it had been signed and beforci' 
it had been ratified by the sovereign. 
He promised to call the attention of 
the colonial office to tho instances cit- 
ed by Mr. Borden, where treaties had 
been cited to parliairiont before being 
ratified.' , - v;

W. F. Maclean asked : the ; govern- 
ment to. recall and reconsider the 
order-In-c6uncil granting the Cana- 
ait^n Pacific railway permission to in- 
crease its capital stock by fifty mil- 
lions of dollars, and to ensure that bo- 
fore such power Is granted, the C.P.R. 
shall consent not to discriminate 
agalast Canadian traffic In preference 
to traffic originating across the bord- 
er, and shall supply better service and 
not Increase ratcE. Not a word of ap- 
proval came from either side ,of the 
house. When ho finished, the minister 
of railways made a brief statement 
that all matters of rates .and -service 
were under the control of the railway 
commission and this closed the inci- 
dent.

Tho 
territorial army scheme of Mr. Hal- 
daiie, secretary of war, still laclcs 
more than fifty thousand men of the 
number necessary to fulfilment. .The 
■National Service League, of which 
Field Marshal Roberts and Lord 
Curzon are tho moving spirits, havo 
chosen tho psychological moment to 
Issue an appeal for more recruits. 

The old London Scottish regiment, 
whoso ranks are short, made a long 
march through the streets today with 
bagpipes thrilling strenuously, for tho 
avowed purpose of attracting rein- 
forcements. 

The matter is becoming more and 
more a political auostlon of defence. 
Tho agitators proclaim that the coun- 
try must have more volunteers or 
adopt conscription.

It Is 
too lato now to review the 
concert, for this could only bo 
advantageously done, wlillo the 
recollection of tho various numbers 
were fresh In tho memory of those who 
heard them. There is sonic doubt as 
to the value of criticisms of an artist, 
who has reached tlie pinnacle of his 
or lier fame. About all that can then 
1)0 done is to expre.ss an opinion which 
can bo very little more than a matter 
of taste. What appeals to one person 
may hot appeal to another The work 
of the Kfvnl artists varies. They do 
not always lilt tlio mark tliey aim at. 
Tlicrefon- a revii'w ba-scd upon a single 
lierformanee may not dc' justice to the 
artist, or wluU Is of tjreater Impor- 
tance, it may not be fah- to the public. 
These observations have no special 
reference to :Madame Gadslcl, but are 
intended to be general application. 

But even at this late day It may be 
pcyslble to say something of Jladanio 
Gadsld that will be \iacful, not to her 
of course, but to those -students of 
music wlio heard her. The great qual- 
ity which she exhibited was the perfec- 
tion of her art. Some of these who 
were present would have preferred a 
somewhat different iirogrammc, but 
they were all of one mind as to her 
unsurpassed techniaue. And this is 
whore there Is an Invaluable lesson In 
^uch a concert to all students of music, 
a'nd for that matter to all audiences. 
Those effects, which seem so easy and 
natural In a singer like GadskI, are 
the result of painstaking labor, of an 
Infinite application lo minor details. 
A groat voice Is a magnlticeut posses- 
sion, artistic temperament Is necessary 
to complete success. But tho value of 
both these are enhanced enormously 
by that faithful attention to details, 
which makes tho finished artist. In 
his life of Antoinette Sterling, In her 
day the greatest of all concert singers, 
her son tells of the close study which 
she go,ve,to,o.Yery,thing,she;sang. Sho 
studied •;thb|;woras Aqulte . as j much as 
the music." Slid ' phrased her'' singing 
so as to bring out tho. meaning of the 
language as well as that of the com- 
poser. And she kept at It until she 
was satisfied that she had reached 
these results, and not till then would 
she sing a song In public, Therefore 
when she snng, her audience felt as 
though she were doing > tho most 
natural thing In the world, whereas 
sho was giving them tho result of 
many long hours of toll. It is pro- 
bably In this way that Madame Gad-

The chief liili.of tlie session Is tho 
new Water Clauses act. which will bo 
brought down on Monday If the print- 
era are- through <.^itlij.it;]a^ time. This

Another Important bill5,wtilbhVinay^ bo 
Introduced ori5Mbridayi/l8*,il|ie|E^^ 
bill for civil: seiTant;8.'(;;.Thistwa8,tfore-- 
shadowed at the last aesslbn, and will 
be pushed through this time. . Moses 
'B, Cotsworth, the famous English ac- 
tuary, who' Is assisting the government 
In tho necessary calculations, arrived' 
in Victoria on Friday night. He did 
considerable work In this connection' 
while hero last year, and has been 
working on It since, with tho result 
that'the tables in the schedule of tho 
.bill ( Will be^eadyvjlri plenty of time. 
;V'"A; blli ' aftecilhg will 
also bo brought down. This will bo In 
amendment of tho act of last year, and 
will' extend tho time for making tlio 
survey of the iota and In other ro- 
spocts embody various changes in tho 
agreement with tho Grand Trunk Pa- 
cific which have boon agreed to during 
tho recess, and which now require the 
sanction of tho liouso. 

An Autumn Session. 
It has been rumored in the lobbies 
during the past day , or two 'that tho 
government Intended to call an autumn 
session this year. This : is not tho 
case. It was learned yesterday that 
tho government had formed no such 
Intention, though of course such a 
course would be adopted should events 
arise- In the future lyhlch would seem 
to render It imperative, . • 

A couple of most important an- ^ 
.nounoementa nlay bo expected , during 
'tho' session. Ono of these will bo in; 
connection with the local option and' 
tho^ 'other : regarding tho timber ques-' 
tlori;''','A'blg deputation of timber men 
from' the interior are expected hero In 
a fov/ days to lay their views before 
the government, but nothing will be 
done before then. It Is understood 
that tho government Intend establish- 
ing a bureau of forestry, but the de- 
tails have not yet been decided upon. 

As the premier stated at tho open- 
ing of the session, tho matter in ques- 
tion is too important to be hurriedly 
decided, and a short wait will do no 
harm to any ono. It Is an open secret 
that the chief commissioner ot lands 
has been anxious to take the advice of 
Mr. PInchot, tho head of the United 
States forestry department on the sub- 
ject, but ho was unable to visit Brit- 
ish Columbia last year. Ho is probably 
tho best Informed man on the ques- 
tion of forest conservation on tho 
yVmerlcan continent, and it is hoped 
that his opinion may yet be avail- 
able before a flnal conclusion Is 
reached. 

There docs not" appear to bo any 
likelihood of railway legislation this 
session, although the matter is dally 
receiving tho anxious attention of the 
responsible ministers, and It is pro- 
bably In connection with this question 
that the baseless rumor of an autumn 
session arose. Altogether the prospects 
seem to be unusually good for a short 
session of parliament.

Volcanoes and earthquakes, Illustra- 
ted by a- large . number of excellent 
lantern slides, were discussed at con- 
siderable length by -Mr. F. i^apler 
Denlson in tliQ T.M.C.A. auditorium 
last evening. 

He spoke of Professor Milne as 
being the greatest . living authority 
.upon; these very sfdlflBcult subjects, 
•whom; hpi had yislteff l^ his pleasant 
home-'upon ;the;; Islet'^tif Wight, where 
profound Investigations ' were almost 
continually Iri'Tprogress' In regard to 
all these matters. ' • ? 

Mr. Denlson Is of the opinion that 
a very close connectlou exists between 
volcanoes and earthqualces, and com- 
mented upon the fact v^wlUch was' 
• noticed In tho Romarii'^rfera.'Kby a 
Christian Bishop In northern' Africa, 
that volcanoes aro almost Invariably 
situated ' close to tho sea; while tho 
theory that the Inroads of water Into 
subterranean oponings. It may bo 
added, arc the i^rinpipui causes of ex- 
plosions through cominfir into con- 
tact with masses of molten lava, lias 
also been tho subject of learned specu- 
lation. Some two-thirds of | tlio 
world's volcanoes are to bo found in 
tho 'widely, distributed regions which 
are washed by tlie Paclllc ocean. Tho 
only exceptions to this rule are several 
volcanoes which are found in the In- 
terior of China and aro little known, 
but those centres, too, ure not far 
from considerable bodies of frcsli 
water. 

Earthquake vibrations travel by two 
routes: By way of the surface of tho 
earth, at the rate of two miles per 
second, and through the body of tho 
earth, at the rate of 5 3-4 miles per 
second. 

Tho slides displayed, included tho 
location of the^- volcanoes-, throughout 
the world, andiithe'^r^jdords^of the vi- 
brations from 'the' tre'rnondous shocks 
at Krakatoa, In tho Pacific ocean on 
August 29th, 1883, as well as the very 
recent disaster in southern Italy, 

While In times of unusual stress in 
tho crust of the earth, tho pressure of 
tho atmosphere, or oven extraordinary 
tides, may prove to be a llnal dctor- 
niining factor. 

It was a curious clrcumstanco that 
a delicate needle, placed in the base- 
ment of the post ollice, which pointed 
Mleadlly to the north before tho 11th 
of January, Immediately after this 
shock took place, and the pressure oC 
tho air which liad previously been 
heavier in tho north was changed to 
tho south ^of this latitude, this noodle 
was also deflected to the southwards. 

I'rofessor Gilbert, of AVashlngton, is 
under the impression that forecasts of 
Impending carthquiilces may yet bo 
made, and a .successful approach to 
this consummation actually occasioned 
subsetiuent to both tho San Francisco 
and tho Valparaiso shocks, when it 
was . imagined ,v that; Mv^^ fiul' existed 

and ,S6utlt Afflerieaij''shd6ks would pro- 
bably be dxperi6rice"4' both "in South 
America and " In some ' intermediate 
place, which was duly verified In the 
Valparaiso and , Mexican disturbances. 

The several seismic records which 
were thrown upon the canvas, showed 
that two records are made; tlio Ilrst 
being produced by tho moro rapid 
vibrations which pass through the 
earth, and tho second by those which 
traverse tho earth's surface. 

Tho earth's hot-bed for earthquako 
convulsions lies in the Pacific ocean, 
north of Australia, which continent Is, 
however, in itself little troubled with 
the.se unpleasant . commotions. 

TiiQ most ^-remarkable . . selsmographa 
concerned the idlsaster - •In' southern 
Italy. • • 

The rapidity of tho passage of vi- 
brations through tho body of tho 
earth appears to justify the state- 
ment that its density equals that of 
tho finest steel. 

Mr. Denlson is of tho opinion that 
the central point of the cartliquako 
which was felt hero on January lltli 
at 49 minutes and -IS seconds after 3 
o'clock, occurred off tlio west coast of 
Vancouver Island. He also thought 
that as a good many shocks had been 
recorded in this neighborhood in re- 
cent dates, we*would be comparatively 
free from them for some time to come. 

Instead of being rare these changes 
In tho earth's surface are amongst the 
most common of occurrences. 

The last canvas presentation por- 
trayed the numerous extinct volcanoes 
upon the moon's surface, which may 
be a prognostication of our own earth's 
condition when life has . completely 
disappeared from this planet.'

A JUBILEE 

Today at the Metropolitan church 
In this city the Methodists will begin 
the celebration of, the fouhdlng of 
Methodism In British Columbia. It 
Is an. occasion of unusual interest. Tho 
Methodist church is a valuable organi- 
zation everywhere, but no place more 
HO than in a new country. It lias tho 
missionary instinct. It IS democratic 
In the best; sense of the term.' Its in- 
fluence Is always exerted strenuously 
for the betterment of society and it 
Inculcates in its members an apprecia- 
tion of the duties of citizenship. Its 
work In .'British Columbla- oalls for no 
culogluni on tho part of the press, for 
It Is known and appreciated by all who 
are in touch with the history of tho 
province; but it is fitting to place on 
record an appreciation of it. Among 
Toligious organizations In this province 
5t holds a high place, not onli;> numeri- 
cally, but In every respect'^ih' whlch a 
church can bo strong. It has a great 
work before It, and we arc sure that 
its labors in the future will be even 
more productive of good results than 
In tho past. 

We liavo already made several re- 
ferences to the history of Methodism 
in British Columbia, and further refer- 
ences to.lt. 5Vlll fee necessary In our re- 
ports of' 'tlie Interesting ceremonies 
which arc to take place. It may not, 
however, bo Inopportune to say sorpQ- 
thlng of tho £rreat organization of 
whlch,th^egojiurohe branch. 
It is difficult' to over the good 

done by John Wesley, tho fpundor of 
the religious organization known as 
Wesleyanlsm, or Methodism. He. was 
a clergyman of tho Church of England. 
It may perhaps bo recalled by those, 
who read an article ; printed , some 
weeks ago In the Colonist bn Ollver 
Cromwell, that some stress was laid 
upon tho Puritan movement in Eng- 
land. Wesley was of a Puritan family. 
They were allXinemberB LOf the,, Church 
of England nrifli "hla'-father was a rec- 
tor; but Puritanism In England waa 
not wholly outside the Established 
Church by any moans. There waa 
much of It within tho Church Itself, 
and there Is very little doubt that if 
Wcslpy could have followed his own 
Inclinations, he would never have 
formed a religious organization indo- 
Dcrident of ' tho. . Eatabllshmont. In- 



deedi In i the" earlyvpart of his work he 
'Was "careful to -arrange his services so 
as not to conflict with those of the 
Established Church, and even when ho 
organized his Societies he made mem - 
burahip in that Church, one otJtRff^re^ 
qulaltes for ofnce-h'olding. One.of hla 
biographers says: "Wesley was a sin- 
core lover of the Church of his fathers, 
and hoped, that . the, . bishops would 
ordaln/hls ipreachers|Wd;^lnfsome way 
articulai^SlilB^-'rM 

slastlcaijlrt^ In this ho 

was disappolntiedy' but: nothing daunted, 
ho' went on his way independently, 
holding that he was ' Justified In this 
by th,e unique ppsltlpji he occupied as 
the,, iprovldentlal •■.leader;,, of '.th^i; mover,; 
ment atid'ConBblidisltlng-;What^^h^ 
vast eccleslastlclsm. Wesley tried to 
be a loyal churchman as far as cir- 
cumstances allowed. But England's 
call always sounded , louder, than the 
Church's, so that 'he seemed to 'feel 
that ho was serving the Church best 
when disregarding her most." 

Tile effect of his work was far- 
reaching,' and ■waS;i,npt:.;lpst;;upon!^,tho' 
Establishment- Itself. Upon- 'tlio 
masses of the people of England it 
was profound. Its power has been ex- 
tended to even- part of the world, and 
it Is undoubtedly today in the fore^' 
most rank of -agencies for tho better^'i 
ment^ of-i,humanIty. John Wesley liwas 
bOTn'^jn'riTOS, and died In 1791. His 
contemporaries describe him as a man 
of medium size but beautifully 
formed, with an exceeding attractive 
couriteriahce'. ■ 'His physique was ad- 
mirable, and he spent many 'hours in 
the saddle almost dally. The year 
before he died he said: "I do not re- 
member to have felt lowness of spirits 
for a quarter of an hour since I was 
born." At the University he was an 
admirable student, and took high ranlc 
In every respect he was a remarkable 
man. He married somewhat late In 
life, his wife having been .a|>ivldow 
with four children. He left no descen- 
dants.

Those of us who are old enough to

will wonder if the good people 
of England are not working them- 
selves up into an unnecessary 
panic. When the Volunteer movement 
started, ; there-; were dreajdful tales told 
of'^^^iif '^^IMI^I^ of ^iSTi^ ' but 

they Were without any real foundation. 
Almost every generation of English- 
men has Its invasion scare. It was 
jplurln^jth^^dt^^ that the 

famous''' TalU Tooley Street ad- 

dressed', tlieir Jetter to tho Emperor of 
the -French. . This refrain recatls t^e. 
time when Napoleon the Great was 
thought to be- planning his 6chdme of 
invasion. One rhymster). bf-jjtha't day 
evolved the following, lines: ' 

"Said Boney to Johnny: 
. 'I think I'll come over." 

Said Johnny to Boney: 

i'i">/, 'You'd better not come.' 
^ ' - v^^^ • 

t/^^S-^itij^ it j' comet over?" 
Said Johnny to Boney: 

s ■ 'You'd be overcome.'" 

That was the national sentiment in 
those days, and Von Moltke, the 
greatest German general of the last 
hundred years, seems to have been of 
the same opinion. He was once asked' 
If he could land a hundred thousand 
men in England, and he replied: "That 
would be easy; but the trouble would 
be to get thenildutjagaln^^^^^^^ 
less, there Is something In tije tremen- 
dous wave of feeling that seems to be 
sweeping over tho country. The only 
reason for doubting Ita sincerity is 
that never before in the history vof 
British politics did partizanship run as 
high as It does at the present time in 
England. In Scotland there is less of 
It and in Ireland the perennial Irish 
question always occupies the premier, 
place. In England there Is on the part 
of some people, who have the ears of 
a large section of the community, a 
virulence- of -^partizanship v- which' la 
amazing. .?,»-,■.,^^r-,.';-., • 

- • JUVENILE OFFENDERS. 

How beat to deal .with juvenile 
offenders Is a matter which gives tho 
deepest concern to all those ofllcers 
who are charged with the administra- 
tion of tho law. Public attention has 
been concentrated upon It In Victoria 
by reason of a sentence to the re- 
formatory recently imposed by the 
Police . Magistrate upon two young 
lads.

CIVIC INVESTIGATION 
BROUGHT TO- CLOSE 



Officials Deny Ciiarges Made 
By 'ex-Employes — Will 
.Compile Report 



After a . two , hours . sossioh , yeater 
day niftornobn the linvestlgiition by 
tho city council Into the methods of 
carrying on tho civic public works 
canio to an end. Only city employees 
wero on tlie witness stand and they 
gave a categorical denial of the charg 
es which had been made at' tho first 
session. The not result of the Inves 
ligation would appear to bo that the 
majority of tho council Ig satisfied that 
while there have been somti instances 
where improvement in methods jr.isht 
have boon made, tho cnargos against 
the Integrity and efficiency of tho fore 
men and officials have not been sub, 
stantlated. The Investigation will doubt 
less Ijglye the council ;many facta, of 
which It Wtts, unaware before and 'will 
prove valuable wheii! the -Change In 
nsothoda wliich..haa^ibe6n- dlsciissed 
comes Into force. 

One fact brought oiit-^by, . AWerrnan 
Humber shows thatJ'I&aiicltyiX'wlille 
unaware of it, has'r'had'*twop8ti:eet 
superintendents since >the' appointment 
of Superlnti6n'dehti''5Wacjvlck. v. jWh^ 
Ijoonard Pusy,^ lii' chargb oiT "street 
ma.lntenanco work, ■ was examined he 
stated to Alderman. Humber that sev 
oral years ago ho had been appoint- 
ed by the then council as superlnten 
dont of streets. .Then last year .Mr, 
Warwick was appointed. ' 

"Then what position do you occupy, 
asked Aldurnmn Humber. 

After some thought Mv. Pusey ans 
wored, "I'm Imnged If I know," a ro 
mark which aroused the risibilities of 
the aldermen and audience. 

City Engineer Testifys. 
Citiy EnRineer Topp was the first 
witness called. Questioned as to the 
statements made by Goorgo Jeov 
anent the work of Improving Third 
street ho stated that to liavo blasted 
out tho rock to the necessary dept! 
insleaa or following the plan adopted, 
of building up tho grade, would have 
proved muoh inpre costly, it was true 
that after; the'-rbad bad been Inipr&vod 
trenches. had been dug for water con- 
nections but 'this work was not done 
under his department.' . Personally he 
believed that all the connections, not 
only for residences but also at vacant 
property should bo put in before tho 
pavement' is laid. That would obviate 
tho necessity of tearing up the streets 
Me had nothing to say concerning tlie 
statements made as" to the /methods 
adopted In performing the work on Bay 
street, Queen's avenue ' and Hlilsido 
avenue. ..^ - ^ < • ! .' 

Mr. Topp stated ' that "Sujierlnten 
dent Warwick had reported delays In 
the receipt of material. . Some . delays 
had occurred and ho would > suggest 
lhat in. future contracts .'for !',8iipplles 
should be made with :a' penalty clauso 
to be enforced. In case cf ngii-pcrfdrm 
i anc^';:,,Tfie\;clty ■ hafl spmc'^j^ contractn 
now, , but there Is no ohe. man whose 
duty it 'is to' seo that, th.by:'o,re prop- 
erly carried out. It isTthe dlity of the 
•street suporintondent ' to see' that -the 
work Is properly carried out and lie 
Is under tho direction of tho city en- 
ginoor. As to former foreman Pike's 
statements that the engineer had told 
him tliat a certain foreman would be 
foolish to make cliarges as lie might 
wlsli to be again engaged by tho city 
Mr. Topp said that he might have 
made the remark, He liad advised Mr 
Pike, If there wore ajiy complaints to 
make, to make them te. the council 
Suggests Change. 
It had happened on one or two oc- 
casions tliiit there had been too much 
material delivered on a work but this 
can only be obviated by having all 
material checked up imd estimated bo 
fore the work starts but owing to laclc 
Hf necessary clerical .asg|stance;In .the 
engineer's office such work; caniibt now 
be undertaken. .J- There had been oc- 
caslona;i,when..he was not satisfied 
with'fthe;?way In which the gravel had 
been delivered -to city works. This do- 
lay was partlcul^rly^ ;-^iiotlceable when 
the water pipes • werei'^.tielnsr.^j^ellvered. 
li]vldently the VictoHEUTruoK and Dray 
company could " not handle ' the pipes 
and the gravel at the same, time with- 
out some delay. As to- cenient the olty 
had no contract and.;COUld nbt enforce, 
prompt delivery. When' there was; de; 
lay ho telephoned tHci' supply ifiehfxind 
insisted on prompt 'delivery, fie,' had 
not Informed tho mayor, and coiincll 
ot such delays' .though ' he J believed 
Superintendent Wprwick had done so 
at one of' the ■cbrhnfiltteo meetings. If 
the gangs were dela/ed for lack of 
material It was only" for a very short 
time.^ ' When any 'delays of more than 
ah hour occurred • the men ..were ..not; 
paid. . ■ 

To Alderman' Stewart, CIty;Bn'gIneor: 
Topp stated that ho had nOt ' been: 
compelled- to chahBo his plans by reas- 
cm of' prders .from any of tho alder- 
men' or the Inayor ■ Sometimes in cases 
of changes 4n. grade?, the change had' 
been riiade because it would lessen tlie 
cost or because, tho committee had or-' 
dored.It. ;;It might. be better .to adopt 
II general plan of grades, arid' stick to 
It biit it would probably cost more. 
Not Backed Up. 
Jlr. Topp was not prepared to say 
that Aldfn-mau lUmibcr a ausgestlon 
that the whole syatein of sewerage was 
unsatisfactory, was correct. Nor would 
he Kay that It was iierfcctly satlsl'ac- 
lovy. 

"It you wovo backed up by the coun- 
cil as a unit, you could do better 
work'/" asked Alderman Humber, and 
Mr. Topp answered that ho believed 
ho could make changes that would bo 
more satisfactory .tlian,, at present. The 
city had laid choipeif.ysldbwalks some 
years ago, but tliep laliiir was cheaper. 
He doubted if "material, with the excep- 
tion "Of "cemertt, is as cheap now as 
tlinn. • . 

"What is the real trouble -with the 
system queried Alderman -Humber.' 

Jlr. Topp stated that that ; was a 
very broad question 'and he "w-'as ha'rdly 
prepared to answer It ofC hand. 

To Alderman ' Fullerton, Mr, Topp 
stated that for one thing he had never 
boon given enough funds to i)roperiy 
carry on the street work and then 
again tho council, (n appointing Mr. 
Warwick superintendent, had giyen tho 
latter altogether too much to do. 

"Tho troublo is," declared Alderman" 
Humljor, "Mr. Topp has iieve'r btcn 
backed up by the council. He has' 
been'., trying to, do hia best and be 
friends with overybbflfyfi£rrd''l>lio'-vv'ho' 
llmls ho is the enemy "of till." People 
come round to the mayor and alder-" 
men and then the engineer Is given a 
liint to fix things up as best he can 
iHid,..makC;,. Jt cn^iy, . lOloctfons.. .come 
11 round' once 'a year. It's not Topp's 
fault, it's the council's. Bade jilm up."

Puts Some Questions. 

At this stage Senator Macdonald 
asked permission to put a few ques- 
tions to the city engineer. He a^ked 
why It was that the city was under- 
taking to construct a largo number of 
walks in outbliig jjortioiis of the city 
when there was not enough itiouey to 
undertake tlio necessary street worlc 
downtown. He understood that tlie 
engineer had reeoumiended that such 
works bo undertaken. Jlr. Toiip ex- 
plained that he nevcT recunuuonds 
local iniprovenieiits. The owners pu- 
tilioned lor the works and the cuni- 
niittee instructed him to go ahead 
with them. 

Senator Macdonahl complained of 
the disgraceful condition of iielleville 
.street, exi)rc'ssing his opinion that not- 
aullieiont care had been taken to pio- 
vldo proper drainage for tho cause-' 
way, and stated tluit Belleville street 
should have been paved long ago. 

Siiperlntcndent Warwick was tho 
next witness. . He had been, appointed 
to the positlbriVbhv'May 'Iv'l'ast year. 
His duties had been defined by the 
council, but he had not been able to 
take up tho whole work allotted to 
lilm, thougli ho was gradually working 
into It. The, sidewalk worit,. -w.lien ..he 
tooli offloe.'.-.'waBi -about' .tw^^^^^^ 
liind and ; he ' had ^ been 'Instructed ; to 
conftne his attention', to that' particular 
part of the public works. He had done 
so with the result that .a great part 
of the arrears iiad been made up. 
When Delays Occur. 

In. cases of delay In tho arrival of 
material for sldowallc work lie tele- 
phones iinincdlately to tho people sup-- 
plying the material In order to hurry' 
them up. Ho tried to visit evei'y Jcb 
twice every day, but somotinies lie 
could only get around once a day and 
it may bo that on one or two days ho 
liad not been able to visit a particular 
Job. But he had never allowed more 
than one day to pass without visiting 
every job. And in those cases It was 
duo to stress, of work, and the. groat 
distances ;.which.»he~Ava3 forced • to 
cover. 'H8T*l^a:^Wltei^^o^^

Referring to the statement made by 
A. Stedhani that he had told the su- 
perintendent that cement was needed 
but it never came and tliat it was 
only when, he^ called up .R. P. Ilithet 
and company -hlniself -and ordered It, 
at the sanie.j-tlm'e. ascertaining that 
SupeHiitendbrit.jWarwick had not or*, 
dered t'ltjivMiVf^Warjvlck'/ emphatically- 
declafedvUhat such -wdsthot the case. 
He had ordered the cement and he 
stated' that ho could produce, a wit- 
ness to Corroborate thlsi It wAs (luite 
true that the gangs had been delayed 
sometimes through the delay in: de- 
livery of material. Sometimes the- 
men would bo laid off for a few. hours, 
sometimes for a day out they'-AVere 
not paid. He always made "a" dalU' 
verbal report to the city engineer. He 
could, if it wore required of him, make 
a weekly report In writing but ho had 
never boon asked for one. All fore- 
men have power to hire or discharge 
inon and ho had never interfered with 
them. Ho could not say what the ac- 
tual cost of sidewalk work was. Tho 
labor cost 16c a yard super.

HOW TO RAISE MONEY 
TO ADVERTISE CITY 

An Eminent Legal Authority 
Thinks Lottery IVlight Be 
Legaily IVIanaged 



Tho failure of tho citizens to vote 
the necessary funds to keep the Tour- 
ist Association going, has set a num- 
ber of citizens to -work trying to figure, 
out other ways in which the money 
wiVlch is vitally needed for the proper 
advertising of tho city during the next 
twelvemonth can be secured. One re- 
sourceful person thoiight of a lottery 
but had doubts as to Its legality. In 
order to lind oiit where the matter 
stood In this respect, ho consulted a 
lawyer known as one of tho best au- 
thorities on such matters in the city. 
The lawyer's opinion in given below, 
the namo being withheld merely be-, 
cause tho man of tho law feared that 
ho might bo accused of self-advertising 
if he allowed hla opinions to be pub- 
lished. 

In response to the fiue.atlons put to 
me on the feasibility of the two sug- 
gested modes of advertising this city 
by means of funds collected from the 
cUlKonK, the following is my opinion 
after, I think, a sulliolont considera- 
tion of tho legal asi)ect: 

Proposition A. To enable a person 
to subscribe $1.00 with a form nllod In 
giving Ills estimate or guess of tho 
number of inhabitants which tiie cen- 
sus of 1!IU will give tho city. Tlio 
whole of tho money, loss 25 per cent, 
for advertising, to go to the person 
nearest approaching the Government 
figure. 

Your propo.sal includes tho expendi- 
ture of tills 20 per cent., not so much 
in advertising tiic competition as ad- 
vertising tile city and Its amenities. 
Quite Legal. 

As to the legal aspect this proposal 
is, in my opinion, well wltliln tho law, 
and Is covered by direct authority by 
a decision in England in the case of 
Cox vs. Hall, decided in 1S99, 1 Q. B., 
page laS, in v.-hich case it v.-aa hold on 
words In the Statute dollning the of- 
fence of lottery keeping, whicli words 
aro practically identical with tho Crim- 
inal Code of Canada, that it was not 
a lottery to offer u prize for a correct 
prediction of tiio number of births and 
deaths within u given area during a 
given period. 

The otlier proposition is to put up to 
lottery a land wltli liouse and desir- 
able building land as prizes, 25 per 
cent, to bo deducted from all monies 
received for advertising Victoria and 
the lottery. 

Ecgardlng the legality of such a 
proceeding, much dei)ends upon tho 
mode in which tho lottery is carried 
out, and I may paronthotlcally remark 
that such lotteries were universally al- 
lowed, if not encouraged, in South Af- 
rica; the city of Paris in France was 
beautified by means of municipal lot- 
tery bonds; several German cities un- 
der direct municipal and government 
.sunorvision ran lotteries with the .samo 
object, and certain State laws author- 
ize tho samo. , i . 

Tho Criminal Code of Canada makes 
an exception to the conducting a lot- 



tery- as follows: The section making 
the offence Indictable docs not apply 
to: ' "-A-. . 

"G (a). Thow'JteJBloP: by lot or 
chance of any>i)i;l|Iiertjr. by joint ten- 
ants, or tenants''ln:''co«imon, or per- 
sons having -jlolnt Interests In any 
such property; or; '■' 

(b) .Bazaar rafflles conducted with 
permission of tho Municipal Council 
or Mayor; 

(c) ' Certain art' unions." 

In my opinion the owner of ..land 
nsay ssll .a tehth thousand undivided 
share In the. land subject to a con- 
dition obliging the owner within a 
given time to dispose of all the other 
undivided parts, and tho purchaser to 
submit to.; av determination of the 
: ownershlp^of, . the,' land itoatween all . the 
spufohasera'wyjitlotiaflt^^ 
possible to woHc^'ihls ' proijbsltlbn' in 
a legal and satisfactory manner. 
Legislation Against Lotteries. 

The history of tho legislation directed 
against .lottery,„schomos may be of 
Interest 'jit'6''.f{ye3ti?W.;LotterIes were " In 
existence throiighbut lUuropo, but In 
1710, 9 Anne, Chapter 6, tho House of 
Commons in ICngiad legislated against 
them as interfering with State enter 
priso in the same direction. Later 
on lotteries were, and still aro, leg 
lated against as having a mlschlev 
ous effect, but the underlying objcc 
tlon Is mainly to the fact that funds 
which should in tho Interests of thrift 
go Into savings banks and otherwise 
are diverted. ■Neither..'. France,j,,Ger- 
many 'or Italy arid 'certairivlAmerldan 
states take this view .of the situation, 
and, although tho preponderating 
opinion of the British public Is against 
the general encouragement of lotteries, 
it Is recognized that for certain pro- 
per and bonellcial objects a lottery 
scheme is allowable, and it will bo 
found that botli the Anglican Church 
and tho Roman Catholic Church use 
the machinery In aid of charitable In- 
stitutions in all countries. We nee'd 
only refer to St. Goorgs's lottery 
operated by the clergy in Ireland as 
well as .others In Italy and Austria. 

It., is , of, . course necessary, that the 
persons, operating a proposUloh'shoiild 
be of auoh' standing as to bo' cntlrely 
removed from' any kind of -suspicion of 
personal Interest, and a satisfactory 
assurance given of the precautions 
proposed to Insure publicity In the 
determination of the prize winners. 

The proposals you have Informed 
me or seem thoroughly to meet this 
point, and I think if in proper hands 
this may prove a very good advertis- 
ing scheme for the city. " .

Dr. Mackay went on to show from 
many authorities that In tho United 
States tho majority of tho foremost 
men In every walk of life wore college 
graduates. In Great Britain and Ger- 
many tlio same was true. Man's 
chances of success wore Increased 
greatly by a college education. 

British Columbia was now laying 
the foundation of Its future. It occu- 
pied an important position, The cen- 
tre of tlie civilization of the future 
world will not be the Mediterranean 
as in ancient days, nor the Atlantic 
as in the present, but the Pacific ocean. 

Tho speaker then showed in eloquent 
and forcible words that the battle, if 
between tlio cast and west, must bo 
decided by the strength, intellectually 
and morally, as well as physically, of 
the races of the east and tho west. In 
tho old civilizations men were lirst 
controlled by law. Drastic regulations 
wore made and severely enforced.

Dr. Mackay showed -.the value of 
work. So far from belhgfi'a' ciirfeeslt' Is 
the greatest of blesslngsr and br^ 
man nearer to the DlvIheit^ThV value 
of Latin and' Greek, "not •'only ss^dls- 
clpllne, but as bringing -the.|stuident| 
Into touch with the spirit- .of Sih&raft-" 
clents was touched upon and the^iiec- 
esslty of the .study ; of "history ; -'was

No nation was great because of lis 
Immense resources or its great area, 
but from the character of its people. 
The great works In the past had van- 
ished, but the writings of the poets, 
the mcissnges of the prophets and the 
lessons -of Its history remained. There 
was a danger that in this age of 
scientific achievement men would' wor- 
ship the material. Tho speaker pro- 
tested against this, showing by the

Peter Mogonsen, M. Am. Soc. C. E., 
and chief engineer for Mr. Charles B. 
Pride, famous for the erection of pulp 
mills all over the continent, has arri- 
ved In the city and will act as architec- 
tural engineer for tho Western Canada 
"Wood Pulp and Paper company. Mr. 
Mogenscn leaves Immediately for 
Quatslno with a portion of the mach- 
inery and ho .will at once commence 
work upon the undertaking.

HERE AND THERE . 

IS'O'thIng is easier than to express 
pity. Women iiro iiaturully coini)ii-:i- 
slonato. Their feelings uro eaally 
stirred. Tlu) idea o£ severity in any 
form will rouse a i)rotest from even 
Uie gentle.-jt of our box. But nn the 
othur liiuid do we not lack the 
strength tmd the self-denial often 
shown by men. Are wo a a ready 
regardless of conscquonce^i, to hell) 
those who arc in need of our assist- 
ance? These fiueatlons are suggested 
by some strong sentences in the re- 
port of W. P. Archibald, Doiiilnlou 
parole officer. Ho says, "At last so- 
ciety turns the bad loose (generally a 
first offender) after a sentenci', 
branded a fellon, and the only eoni- 
paiilonshlp he Ihuls congenial, or who 
are willing to receive hini, arc thoso 
of criminal breed. Then wo wend 
our way to the place of the holy and 
thanlc a good Providence that we are 
not like the other fellow, having done 
our duty In punishing crime and In 
sending the poor criminal to the 
devil." 

How many women in Victoria 
would bo wiiiing to receive i)itu their 
homes children who were hnown to 
liave been guilty of any crime oven 
if they had not suffered the dlsgraue 
of Imprisonment Yet, unless some 
of them are willing to help In such a 
way what is the use of talking of re- 
form? AYhen the only coinpanions 
that a bud boy can have are lads as 
bad or wojse than himself wliat 
chance can he have of getting better? 
Human beings, esi)eclally clilldron, 
are social. They cannot live alcne. If 
it is not possible fur good people to 
treat thein with kindness and affec- 
tion ttiey will seek the comradeship 
of those wlio are more like thenisclvos. 
Nineteen hundred years ago tho same 
problem confronted tho good people of 
Jerusalem as meets us today. There 
was only one whc dared to receive 
the sinners and eal with them. U 
may bo stated that the state of so- 
ciety renders, any course \than that 
generally adopted .Impossible, but at 
least those who iare . not \vlllinB. or able 
to take part In ■ tho i -NVork ,of;- ,refonn 
should not find fault witb.Tthe' meas- 
ures of society has' taken' its own pro- 
tection and tho recovery of those who 
have offended against its laws. 

It Is far bettor that criminals, 
whether cliildren or others, should be 
placed where they have some chance 
of growing better than that they 
should rei.-.aln among us, social out- 
casts without either ^elf-respect or 
tho approval cf tliose who nialiu tiieir 
little world. Mothers In Victoria would 
do well to tliink wliether there are not 
some among thoni wlio can make lite 
easier and better for the children who 
return to us after serving sentences In 
the reformatory. Then, at least, they 
ought to be received as if they had 
really reformed and treated by every 
citliien as good boys.

In the Old Land 
the proportion of: women who have 
reached this:; deplorable condition Is 
much larger than 'on this continent. 
The sobriety' of the women of Canada 
Is somethlns for which we cannot be 
sufllclenlly thanktul, and all good wo- 
men will look with grave, misgiving 
on any social , customs wliioh have a 
tendency to add to . the number of 
drunkards among them. 

In order to prevent the spread of 
Inebriety and to find if possible a 
cure for its ..yibtlma a committee was 
appoIriM^l}*oifS;itlie>.Bi«ll3li.",Iil^^ 
Act. :XmpnB .^ho matters to which this 
committee was to direct its attention 
was the possibility or the advisability 
of the state forcing Inebriates to sub- 
mit themselves to tho treatment of 
drugs In order to destroy the drink 
habit.. ; Tho committee cannot reccm- 
mond /that ^iyarjlampnt i,. .should take 
this course;' ' One , '6ti.'th6: reasons given 
Is that'ithe : treatment; ' Vaccordlng to 
statements of its advocates: must ha,ve 
the earnest co-operation the pa- 
tient Another . argument against 
compulsion is that 'the ^makers of the 
drug.s themselvea , acknowledge that 



tnov cannot expect a favorable result 
in eve>-y o!^p.!^, n"v '-•.■■-!! th.ey toU be- 
forehand who will or who will not be 
bonetited by the action of tho drugs. 
Anotlier matter investigated by tho 
committec^was tho cost of caring for 
inebriates. These aro divided Into two 
classes, those who tiro criminals and 
these who aro not. In England those 
who belong to the criminal class aro 
i-ithor sent to reformatories or to 
prison. Hitherto the men who have 
been sent to the reformatories have 
been provided for by tho municipali- 
ties, while, of course, tlui prisoners 
are a ciiarge upon the state. 

Tlie committee have found tliat it 
is impossible for municipalities to 
])rC'Vlde adequate accommodation for 
the treatment ot inebriates. For this 
and for other reasons tlielr care and 
cure, when possible, should be a 
charge on the whole country. 

The plea of suspended sentences 
should. In tho oiilnicii of tlio comniit- 
tee, be put in oi)eratlon in tho case of 
this class of offenders against the law. 
The accused could be released on pro- 
bation for a period of not less than 
sl.\ month.-^, and then if he broke his 
word could bo committed to a refor- 
inalor^'. iii cases vviiero such a course 
.would obviously do no good the sen- 
tence would go into effect at once. 
Where there Wiis no offence against 
th(! lav.- the conuulttee recommend 
that the victim himself appoint a 
guardian wliom the court would then 
clothe with statutory powers. This 
would be more effective than any 
plan at present in use It Is a hope- 
ful sign that such a commission ot 
earnest and e.xpei'i(;iieod men see the 
need of taking stops to bring back to 
a life of usefulness tlie men who are 
at present a burden, on the com- 
munity. It at the samo time men and 
wo'men of every grade ot society re- 
alized the great danger that lies in 
habitual drinking the outlook iu^- the 
future of our empire would bV; far 
brigliter.

Tho Making of Books'. 

Tho cheap and hasty modes of 
manufacture, at which our Continental 
cousins som(!timo8 direct the sneer 
that they are characteristic of America 
and the Americans, are fast coming to 
be tho regular and recognized methods 
01' procedure of bpok writers. One 
author Is said to keep two stenogra- 
phers simultaneously busy at opposite 
ends of ., the •roorai-; Oii two separate 
romariiicrnoveJsB.MOther writers have 
a flxed ntiipber of volumes which they 
bind themselves to turn put annually 
—three, It may -be,- as in . the case of 
a very popular writer of boys' stories 
\vlio recently died. 

These wrlt(!rs do not wait for the 
vVanderlng muse to caress them with 
the tip of her wing as she passes on 
the wind. They cio not rely on casual 
and occasional inspiration, and. wait a 
week or a month for what-Eunch would 
call a "happy thought'V'|Ebfly|8it]dpwn' 
to their business of ho'ok-maltihg in 
grim earnest, and in thei'r sliirt-sleeves, 
with a definite output In a given time, 
la view, as clearly as a factory hand 
worltlng under tho eye of his task- 
master, the foreman. The author of 
one of the recent best sellers liired an 
olllce in a business building in St. 
Louis, and went there every day, just 
like a lawyer keeping an engagement 
with a client, or a doctor whose ap- 
pointments are matters ot delliilte 
dully routine. One of our mo.n poinilar 
Philadelphia ..writers follows a similar 
l>ractlee, and docs his work downtown 
Instead of at lioriie. ^In his case and in 
that of the man at St. Louis felicitous 
results have been achieved. 

But generally the work turned out 
mechanically at the demand of the 
printer's devil plucking at one's elbow- 
on behalf of a publisher anxious to 
"give the public what It wants" has nut 
been the sort of work that will forever 
have Its place among the classics of 
literature. Goldsmith's "Vicar of Wake- 
field" Is an immortal book, and Gold- 
smltli was ill great need when Doctor 
Johnson disposed of it tor him, but the 
"Vicar" was brought Into being not be- 
cause anybody wanted the book or had 
asked Goldsmith to write it. The hack 
writing, the potboilers, he did l)eneath 
the whipla.sh of the bookseller, his 
Natural Hlatorles, in which he reveal- 
ed himself tho iiriiiee of nature fakirs 
since Pliny, are not wortli the jiaper 
they are written on. One can imagine 
Watlon and • CJotton's "Complete An- 
gler" being written originally as a gift 
book for the trade of tlu; iioliday iiea- 
son. Watlor Pat('r was elglit years 
writing "JIariuH," probably to place 
himself, with little concern as to what 
"the mutable many" might think of it. 
A recent writer Illustrated this ten- 
dency to please oneself run Into the 
ground when ho wrote to his friend: 
"I have spout all tlie morning putting 
In a comma, and all the afternoon tak- 
ing It out again." 




[ Most of the groat literature of th.e 
I world h'.iH hccn wroysht though tlio 
writers had eternity ' before "thoni. 
"Faust" was the work of Goethe's en- 
tire lltotltne. Considered purely as 
literature, one reason wliy tho Book 
that Is pre-eminently called tho Good 
Book Is so good is that its composi- 
tion of it took, not a few months or a 
few years, but many centuries. 

Tho good old books were written 
with loving care and safe reflection 
and long doUberatlon. They had no 
rule such as that which obtained 
In a dime-novel "factory" — ."something 
must happen overy.i.thousajid.^'vyprds.". 
They were as casual ' arid ; dOBultory as 
It pleased them to, bo,' arid ]ja;if?of their 
perennial charming naivette is due to 
the fact that the story trotted ahead 
or browsed by the roadside, according 
entirely to' the whim of. him who told 

Some of the good old books would 
not bu considered wildly exciting by 
those who must have their Action wade 
red-wat-shod through moving Inci- 
dents by flood and Held, but this order 
of literature Is a tranqulllzlng mental 
restorative to those who weary of the 
tocsin ot war's wild alarums and the 
clash of*arms, that dispute the field 
with the inane and vapid doings of tho 
"snuirt set" in a large percentage . of 
the news stand literature of tho day. 
Tiiero is a reason ^vh.^•, through all the 
years, against ui)start newcomers, the 
good old booki! h;ive steadfastly held 
their own. — PliiL-ulclphla Ledger.

The. steam schooner Olympic lirnped 
Intoi'San Francisco yesterday short of 
fuel with her rudder gone after burn 
Ing ten thousand feet of her lumber 
cargov The Olympic which left Bel 
linghnm on January :;S for San Pedro 
encountered stormy weather soon af- 
ter passing out in which several steam- 
ers suffered, tho steam collier Titanla 
having four lifeboats smashed by heavy 
seas, nnd when oft Capo Blanco on 
January 1 when laljoring in a heavy 
south east gale her rudder was carried 
away. The crew rlKgod a jury rudder 
with the utmost dirriculty and made 
slow progress. To add to their troubles 
tho coal gave out and recourse was 
had to her lumber cargo. Ten thou 
sand feet was fed into the furnaces to 
keep up steam and, after a hard fight 
tho Olympic put Into San I'^rancisco 
yesterday with her crew worn out by 
their efforts.

VICTORIAN WITNESSED 

R ESCUE OF BALTIC 

J. G. Thompson Passenger on White 
Star Liner When Republic's 
Company Was Saved 



J. G. Thompson, son of the late W. 
Thompson, of Suanlcli, who has return- 
ed from, South Africa, where he has 
been engaged with his brothers in 
railway work, was a passenger of the 
steamer Baltic and witnessed tlio res- 
cue of the survivors of the lost AVhlte 
Star liner Republic. Mr. Thompson 
said the first intimation that tliose on 
board the Baltic had of the incident 
was soon after they noticed the steam- 
er's course had been changed, the 
stewards Informed them that tho Bal- 
tic was going to tho rescue of the Re- 
public, which was In a sinking condi- 
tion after a collision during fog. It 
was some time before the stricken 
liner was found. Meanwhile the Bal- 
tic circled round In the liaze, which 
eventually cleared, and towards night- 
fall tho Republic was found, settled 
jdown by the stern, ,wj|th tho Florida 
standing 'by. ' The piassertgers had 
been taken' on board that vessel, and 
all that night the boats of the Baltic 
wore kept busy ferrying them to the 
big liner. One lifeboat was smashed, 
and another upset, but tho crew and 
passengers in them were saved. There 
was much excitement as the jiassen- 
gors watched from the Baltic, while 
the passo'ngers, many In various states 
oC.dcshabtllo were brought oh board. 
When tho boat upset one big -woman 
floated for nearly fifteen minutes be- 
fore she was recovered, and while 
those, who watched from tho Baltic ex- 
pected her to go down any moment

Superintend- 
ent Warwick retorted with making 
the same offer to substantiate his own 
statement that the depth Is six Inches. 

Alderman Humber was calling upon 
Mr. AVarwIck to state his qualilica- 
tions when Mayor Hall intervened, 
calling Alderman Humber to order and 
declaring that he would not allow any 
of tho witnesses to be heckled. 

Mr. Warwick stated that there bad 
been but. one serious delay since, ho 
had been in charge of the sidewalk 
work. / He: denied that he had ever told 
Stedham not to 'lay ofC the men when 
there, 'wap. delay In material arriving 
and also^'gavb.,' an emphatic denial to 
Mr. g(tedham'B''>;.tstatement that • he 
(War\vick);:^;haa;! hot visited the for- 
mer's'''ganjf, for "'fb'iir .days. On the 
contrary he had visited tho gang every 
day but he. very often failed to find 
Stedham there. Ho had spoken to 
the latter several times about. his, ab- 
sence from his gang but never asked 
tor an explanation. 

Methods of Ordering 
Mr. Warwick explained that per- 
sonally he had no right to order ma- 
terial. Ho has to get a written order 
from the city engineer's office and that 
has to go to the city purchasing 
agent's ofllce. ; .^lien he ; had , flrat ta- 
ken tho .:p6sltl6'h'<,';Ke;-hladii,telephoh 
to R P. Rithet'fi' Co.- for'cement and 
that concern would not deliver the. ce- 
ment until a written order had been 
produced., He. believed that there was 
necessltjr. for a. street superintendent 
as It'^ wouid'^.be'^an; utter impossibility 
for tho city" engineer to do his present 
work and also supervise street work. 
Ho had been fourteen years In tho 
business of concrete making and had 
passed an examination, on the, subject 
and ho believed that he' Is- f tilly quail- 
fled to do the city work. '-"By the use 
of a cement mixer, more rapid and 
more satisfactory work is done while 
there Is a great saving in cement. By 
hand work a considerable part of the 
cement Is lost by being blown away 
or washed from the boards when being 
mixed. He had nothing to do with 
the receipt tickets which all the fore- 
men are supplied witli and one of 
which is given to the teamster of each 
load of material delivered on the 
works. Tho engineer's department is- 
sues the tickets to tho foremen . who 
report to that department when they 
need more and the stubs are turned 
back to that department. The expense 
of moving telephone and electric poles 
when sidewalks are being laid is al- 
ways charged up to the sidewalk work 
and increases the cost per foot super 
on tho work. 

Outsiders on City Work, 
As to the allegation that Victorians 
had been discharged and outsiders 
given their places on the gangs, Mr 
Warwick stated that the only case 
where this had occurred was on the 
gang under the charge of Stedham, 
who had r discharged seyeralamenjand 
given the jobs to- Itallanis^^/.^lg.itfg'V 
It. sometimes happened'thaf . sidewalk 
work had been held iip.^untU ltKe^.otber 
'.departments had completed ■ ■ their 
work, such as. laying V: water ' pipes, 
sewers, gas. pipes. - . On'-.'Sladstohe 
Street this had been .the trouble.' The 
mains and pipes had to be 'laid 
through rock, which meant great de 
lay. He had taken the men away and 
put them on other work until the 
street was again ready for them. 

Tho charges made by Mr. Jeeves 
that ho (Warwick) had boon dined 
and presented with diamonds by the 
supply men was gone into thoroughly 
by the superintendent, who staved that 
when he left the -service ho and his 
wife had been the recipient of rings 
while he had been given a dinner by 
Siis soldier comrades, who had also 
presented him .with a, sultj^case. He 
stated that Mr..yA'/Je(Sve8«;^iiad ' ■ gone 
around tho city saying that ' he was 
going to be foreman. Stedham had 
offered to hire four teams to tho B. 
C. Sand & Gravel Company, as lie did 
not want to lay them off. Mr. "War- 
wick said he would let the aldermen 
Idraw .thdir own conclusions about 
this. Stedham, too, he said, had offer- 
ed a Mr. Paul to lay the cement ap- 
proaches to the latter's residence him- 
self, and this too when he was an 
employee of the city. But Mr. Paul 
had reported tho matter to liiiu (War- 
wick), who had informed the former 
that Stedham had no. rlght.;,to, do; this 
work. : The' suporlntenderit'ryi6ited!n''lh- 
Htance^- of , inferior work oh 'Hillside 
Avenue and Vancouver Street dono 
by tho gang under Stedham nnd some 
of the work supervised by farmer 
foreman Etcher was also, ho stated, 
not properly executed. 

Outside the Investigation, ' 
Mayor Hall hero called upon Mr. 
Warwick to stick to the subject under 
investigation and not -^vander into tho 
realm ot counter charges. 

As to the assertion, made by ox- 
Forernan Etcher that too much gravel 
had been sent to one Job and that 
still more had been ordered bv the 
« iporiiitendent, Mr. Warwick stated 
Uiat ho had gone to the gravel lieoplo 
and told tliom not to send the full 
amount of the order as there was 
Bome gravel on the ground, but Etcher 
had later told tho company "to throw 
It In, ho won't be there long." 

Mr. Warwick gavo'ilgures showing 
the saving which had been mudo by 
the proper accounting , for - cement 
bags. In 1007 there had been 846 out 
of a total of 4,925 bags which wore 
not returned. Last year 75,020 hugs 
of cement were used and only 1,240 
not returned and ot tlie.so many could 
bo accounted for.

It It has been tho case 
with some of you young folks in tho 
Sunday schools to whom I spoke, that 
this Christmas offering Has occasioned 
some amount of self-sacrlflco on your 
part, let mu assure you that the joy it 
brought into some joyless young lives 
was very cheaply .bought,, and that the 
oft-repeatedHhanks of .bur little guests 
were most heartfelt and enthusiastic 
—as well as deafjnlrig!

lantic In a big ship, and to iiass over 
the vast prairies and go through tho 
great Rocky Mountains, until I linally 
came to tho glorious country of Brit- 
ish Columbia. I met a great many 
kind-hearted people, and woro pleased 
to hear what I had to tell them about 
the little children of this great city, 
which thoy wero all proud to record 
as tho 'Heart of tho Emplr{*«' and they 
could hardly realize that there wero 
•more people living in it than in tho 
whole of Canada. I saw as never be- 
bore that the groat Dominion was a 
land of plenty, where nobody need be 
out of work, or go to bod hungry, and 
Where there were very few cripples 
or sick - children. I found, too, they 
had; warm hearts 'of sympathy for all 
who were In need, and at a lecture I 
gave In the T.M.C.Ai, Victoria, a col- 
lectiou'was made for the funds of the 
Ragged School union. I was asked 
to spend' the money in giving a Now 
Tear's party, such as we are having 
t6nlght, ' and now, - year by . year, 
through the Sunday schools and '. other 
way, a collection Is' continued, until 
this year It has' reached over £100.

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THE CENTENARY OF SIR 





N January i6, one hundred 3'cars 
ago, the English ' fought their 
second important battle in the 
Peninsular War, and for the sec- 
ond time defec^tedi^a^Krcnch 
The Battle oilljGoruha^ its 
predecessor, the victdryJ/^qf^jXJW at 
Vimeiro, in August, iSdS^^i'^'is •'iibt'''a success 
which shines gloriously in our books of his- 
tory. For, ill each case, the immediate advan- 
tages remained with the enemy. Vimeiro was 
followed by the unpopular Convention of 
Cintra, which allowed Junot's beatQn army to 
be conveyed to France, at thegexpehs.e 
British Government; the only restilFof ■Coruna 
was to secure the embarkation of the English 
force and its return to England, where it ar- 
rived, after a terrible storin in the Bay of Bis- 
cay, in a very disordered and dejected condi- 
tion. The country had lost one of its ablest 
generals, and was very dissatisfied with the 
, first stage of its intervention in the affairs of 
Spain -and, Portugal. The fault, was vm 
due to ministerial muddling, War Office mis- 
management, and a complete failure to grasp 
the strategic problem of the Peninsula. But 
the public and the politicians were only too 
ready to nialvc a scapegoat of the dead com- 
mander and his brave troops, and for a time the 
memory of Sir John Moore, one of the fiiicst 
soldiers who ever wore a Britisli uniform, was 
assailed with undeserved obloquy. Nor, as we 
have said, has Coruna ever been one of our 
popular battles. '.jV.jS'^j/.v'jf;' 

A Difficult Task 
■ Yet it ^yas a creditable, achievement, and it 
closed a skilful and admirably conceived piece 
of strateg}'. Few generals have had greater 
difficulties to contend with than Sir Joiin 
Moore, when he took over the command of the 
British troops in Portugal on October y, i8o8. 
Moore, wlio had just come back from an en- 
tire!}' useless expedition to Sweden, liad been 
sent out with io,ooo men in August to co- 
operate^ >yijW|SiriATthnr^^ Harry 
Burrafd, ' anil * Sir! Hew AH three 

generals went home to take their trial for the 
Cintra transactions. Moore, with, the English 
Army in Portugal, was directed to march into 
Spain, and co-operate with' 12,000 men under 
Sir David Baird in Coruna and with the Span- 
ish generals who were facing tlie French on 
' the line of the Ebro. The English cabinet, 
greatly confused by the quarrel between 
Castlereagh and Canning, entertained the idea 
that' these united forces would defeat the 
Frenichi and might then begin the invasion of 
France. The absurdity of this notion was soon 
demonstrated by the great master of war of the 
age. Napoleon made up his mind to crusii the 
Spanish defence, and acted with liis usual 
amazing vigor. Troops were hurried across 
France from German}^, and before the end of 
the year there were nearly 300,000 French in 
Spain. ;On; November 3 the Emperor reached 
Bayonhe; within three weeks the three prin- 
cipal Spanish armies had been severally and 
completelj- defeated. On December 4 the Em- 
peror entered Madrid in triumph, and exting- • 
uished the faint spark of resistance in the 
Spanish capital. 

Meanwhile, the British Army had quitted 
Portugal and marched into Spain. I\Ioorc had 
not expected that the collapse of his allies 
would be so swift, and was hoping, with Span- 
ish assistance, to i;each Madrid and make that 
place the centre of operations against the in- 
vaders. ■■He .moved in a north-easterly direc- 
tion to effect a junction with the Spanish gen- 
eral, the Marquis de Roniana, a brave but in- 
competent cominandcr; for the Spaniards, as 
usual, according to Napier, had no army wlien 
they had a general and no general wlien they 
had an arm}-. "A lively principle of error," 
adds the caustic historian, "pervaded ; all Ro- 
mana's notions of war." But even with a more 
efficient ally, Moore's advance towards the 
centre of Spain could have had but one result 
if continued. On December 9 he learned.thc 
news of the fall of Madrid, and at once saw 
that he was bound to retreat if his army was 
not to sliare the fate of tiie Austrians at Ulni. 
For with a true military instinct he divined 
that tlic Emperor would subordinate all other 
considerations to that of driving the English 
out of Spainj and would concentrate all his 
available force, for that purpose. 

He was much criticised at the time and af- 
terwards for not immediately falling back u])- 
on Lisbon. Instead, he marched northward as 
far as Sahagun l)eforc he made for the sea- 
coast at Coruna, wlicre tlie transports were to' 
await him. But subsequent events showed 
that his bold strategy was abundantly justified. 
By carrying tlie campaign into, the north lie 
drew away the pressure of the French armies 
from the south, and so allowed the greater and ; 
richer part of Spain to organize the resistance 
which — with British aid — eventually proved 
successful. ' • 

Napoleon in Pursuit 

Napoleon, however, lost no time in dealing 
with the islanders. Nothing in all his career 
was more remarkable than the energy with 
which he collected the French divisions about 
Madrid, and liunied them to the northwest by 
forced marches in the depth of winter. It was 
, on tlie morning of December 21 tliat the Em- 
peror heard of Aloore's northward movement; 
by tlie evening of the following day 50,000 
French troops were .-^t the foot of the Guadar- 
ama. IJcj^Pi^liOw. clothed the passes, and the 
general, oJtnmVn advance guard report- 

ed that the road was impracticable; but Na- 
poleon, placing himself at the head of the 
column, on foot, amidst storms of hail and 
drifting snow, led his soldiers over the moun- 
tain. .The passage, lasted two days, and many 



men and animals perished ; but the Emperor 
urged on the troops, and b)'- December 24 he 
was at Villacastin, ,50 miles from Madrid. At 
Tordesillas. two days later, he wrote to Soult: 
"If the English pass today in their position 
they are lost"; fpr three French army corps, 
80,000 men at least and 200 guns, were, close 
behind them and converging on their flanks. 
Moore had calculated the chances quite as well 
as his great opponent. He did not pass the 
day in his position, but, on the contrary, kept 
well ahead of liis pursuers. The Emperor fol- ■ 
lowed him as far as Astorga. Here on January 
I, 1809, handed over .the pursuit to Soult, 
who, with Ncy's divisions and Laborde's, fol- 
lowed Moore through the mountains of Ga- 
licia to the sea coast. Soult had some 60,000 
men and 91 guns; Moore about 23,000 with 60 
guns. The British arm}', when it began 
the retreat, was in excellent condition. "/\ 
more robust set of men never took tiie field. 
Their discipline was admirable, and tliere were 
very few stragglers; experience of one or tyvoy 
campaigns was alone wanting, to make theni 'a 
perfect army.'':,ii:;, 

But a retreating army can seldom preserve 
its moral intact, and certainly the 'Briti.sh in 
the Peninsular campaign never did so under 
Ihese circumstances. The discipline of some of 
Moore's regiments grew very bad as the ami}' 
retired througii the Galician mountain countr}', 
whole companies broke up into bands 'ofiinar- 
auding stragglers, 'and disgraceful excesses 
were ^committed at Villafranca, Bencventc,' aiid 
other places on the line of march. At V'illa- ' 
franca magazines were plundered, wine stores 
and provision shops despoiled, and there was 
gross insubordination among llic troo])s. 
Moore, Avho imputed most of the blame to tlic 
regimental commanders, had one of the plun- 
derers hanged in the market-place, and others 
severely punislied ; l)ut marauding and strag- 
gling continued more or less throughout the 
marcli among some of the infantry regiments, 
whose conduct, said the general, was "infam- 
ous beyond belief." The reserve and the cav- 
alry, under Paget and Crawford, behaved ad- 
mirably, and checked' the French again and 
again in' well-fought rearguard actions." Soult'3 
hussars and dragoons could do little but cut off 
stragglers, and occasionally work havoc among 
the half-drunken soldiers, who reeled along the 
road behind the retreating army, mixed up with 
peasants, country carts, and women. and chil- 
dren. In spite of tlie internal demoralization of 
some of his units, Moore had the tactical situ- 
ation well under liis control, liis main body 
was always well ahead -of, the pursuers, wiio 
could never getitln;9ughihis^^^ skil- 
fully handled screen 'of h'orsem^^^^^^^ 

At Lnjo, forty milessfrpm|i|:lie|c<^ Moore 
halted his army, and restdred''i^ 
and much of its discipline by ahhouricing that 
he intended to offer battle. Soult. however, 
confined himself to a reconnaissance in force; 
and the English continued their retreat, suffer- 
ing much from rain, sleet, cold, and privations, 
which led to renewed plundering, and fighting 



rearguard actions all the time. By January 9, 
1809, they were at Betanzos, on the sea coast, 
and three days later all the divisions of Moore's 
army were posted round the harbor and town 
of Coruna. But the transports ordered round 
from Vigol had not yet arrived, and some of 
Moore's officers advised him to send a flag of 
truce to Soult, and make terms for the embark- 
ation of his force. Moore had no intention of 
doing anything of the sort ; he felt sure that he 
could beat the French if they endeavored to in- 
terfejeii^i^^h'ifjldeparture. On the 14th the 
fraHsp?»"rits^ca^ and the stores, 

sick, and heavy cannon were sent on boardi 
the operations being covered by Moore's in- 
fantry and cavalry posted on the hills, wdiere 
they were facing aliout 20,000 French, with 
very powerful artillery. The British were 
about 15,000 strong, and in excellent fighting 
trim; for on this occasion, as on others in the 
Napoleonic war, British, troops, demoralized 
ami disorderly on the march, rdcovered all 

y;their,;smartn and discipline when in front of 

'■•'th'e 'enemy. , 

■ ■ •^The Battle. ^ 

Moore had intended to withdraw his fight- 
ing men and embark them on the night of 
January 16. But iii the afternoon the French 
guns opened fire from a great battery on a 
height opposite the village of Elvina, where 
General Baird, Avith the I'.nglish centre divi- 
sion, was poste'dl'-'. Under this heavy fire three 
French columns:. advanced, and the English 
fell back from thV'yillage.v , Moore ordered 
Paget, with the i eservc divil5ion; to fall upon , 
the French left, while General Hope's division, 
on Baird's left, were sent forward to recapture 
Elvina. Both operations were successful after 
a fierce strug.gle. Elvina was retaken by the 
British, who then advanced be}'ond their orig- 
inal position, and captured several villages 
occupied by the French. When night fell the 
whole of the French line was retiring in con- 
fusion. The English had a division, that of 
General Eraser, lying^fjust.JQlltside the town of 
Coruna, which had'tjfli'en no pa in the action, 
and was quite fresh and well supplied with 
ammunition. Had this been brought up and 
thrown upon the French regiments now disor- 
dered, and with their ammunition nearly ex- 
hausted, vSoult's ami}' might have been com- 
pletely routed with very hcav}' loss. It was 
the opportunity for a grcjt soldier; Moore 
might have taken it, with all the risks involved 
of a night, advance into the midst of an enemy 
still superior in numbers. But the consummate 
tactician who had planned the victory lay dy- 
ing, and General Hope, who succeeded to the 
command, adopted the more prudent course of 
using the success that had been gained to pro- 
ceed with the embarkation. 

A Great Commander 

Moore was struck in the shoulder by a 
cannot shot late in the afternoon while watch- 
ing the result of the combat about the village 
of Elvina. The shock threw him from his 
horse: "yet he rose again a sitting posture, his 



countenance unchanged, and his steadfast eye 
still fixed upon the regiments engaged in his 
front, no sign betraying a sensation of pain." 
When he saw that the troops were gaining 
ground he allowed himself to be taken to the 
rear. They found a blanket to carry him off ; 
and as they were placing him in it the hilt;.6£', 
his sword entered the wound^' One of his'ofr'f 
ficers attempted to diseng-age it, but the gen- 
eral stopped him, saying: "It is as well as it is. 
I had rather it should go out of the field with 
nic." He was brought into the town and laid 
on a mattress on the floor of the house he had 
occupied, but nothing could be done for him. 
The whole of his left shoulder and arm had 
been shattered by the shot, and the wound 
was clearly mortal. His life was ebbing away 
fast, but as his staff officers came into the 
room he asked, each of them if the French 
were beaten. To one or them he said: "An- 
dc;r^Gi!, }ou know that J have always wislied 
to die this way. .1 hope the people of Engl'Mul 
will be satisfied.iri.fjl^jhope my country; wiij , do 
me justice!" He' 'asked after his'' aides' de 
camp, and tried to send some instructions to 
General Sir John Hope, but was too weak. By 
one of his aides, Captain Charles Staniiope, he 
sent a message to the young officer's sister, 
wiio was the fiimous Lady Hester Stanhope. 
It has been said that with this brilliant and 
beautiful woman Moore was deeply in love, 
and she with him.;^i;No ?u been 
more fitting than"'tnat "of ' thes^ and 
ardent souls ; but whether there was any sort 
of engagement or understanding between the 
niece of Pitt and the hero of Coruna is not 
known. A year after the battle she left Eng- 
land never to return, and spent the rest of her 
life among the Beduins and Druses of the Leb- 
anon. The message to Lady Hester wa.s 
Moore's last utterance.^ He l^Jsiient|e^ 
ed with the flovv of blood, whicHlHe'^svirgeons 
could not stanch, and presently expired. 

Sir John Hope hurried on the embarkation 
through the night,, anxious to have all the 
troops on board before the morning. That 
was why the dead chief was buried hastily by 
his staff: "by the struggling moonbeams' 
misty light"; and, as there was no time to pre- 
pare a coffin or shroud, he was left "with his 
martial cloak around him." The Spanish gen- 
eral, the Marquis de la.Rpmana, placed a 
wooden monument over his grave, which Soult, 
who had a great respect for his valor and mili- 
tary talent, embellished with real cannon and 
cannon shot. This was afterwards superseded 
by the existing marble monument at Coruna, 
with a pompous Latin inscription composed by 
Dr. Parr. Moore's dying wish was fulfilled, 
though not immediately. The bitter party 
controversy over the Coruna campaign sub- 
sided iii due' course, and Moore's cottntrynien 
recognized the great qualities of the command- 
er who had extricated a British army and 
finally led it to victory under circumstances 
of difficulty not often equalled. Moore's pat- 
riotism, courage, and nobility of character are 
as unquestioriable as his military geniusi His '

N the series of articles which will ap' 
pear in this column, 1 shall endeavor 
to deal with the many obstacles 
which arise in the amateur's experi- 
ence. 

The first question to be consider- 
ed is the camera. A camera is simply a sup- 
port for the lens and plate, with a~ light-tight 
compartment iiilervening. A good camera 
should fold in as small a space as is consistent 
with rigidity when in use. Simplicity in con- 
struction is a veiy important factor, all unne- 
cessary movements being avoided. 

The back of the camera should be fitted 
with a swing back. The importance of this 
will be. discusscd later. In the back of the 
cameraHhere ; is -a piece of ground .glass, on 
which theiimagepsyprojcctcd by ,J;he lens. In

it is impossible to focus sharply. The back 
should be reversible so that the plale can be 
used in cither a vertical or horizontal position. 
The focussing of the image is effected by first 
opening the shutter by setting same to time, 
and moving the front board of the camera back- 
ward or forward by means of a rack and pinion. 

:It;^.is;i,;advi sable to select a camera with a 
loni^sti.eliows capable of extending to about 
14 in. in a quarter-plate, and to about 28 in. in 
a whole plate. The dark slides are made to 
hold two plates. There is a centre division of 
metal or cardboard which prevents the li.glit 
striking right through the two plates. Be- 
tween the metal or card centre, and the shutter 
there is sufficient room for a plate and one of 
the' many forms of sprnigs "lO hold the plate in 
position, and prevent it from falling out. Then' 
comes the shutter, which slides into a spring 
groove. It is best to obtain dark slides with 
card shutters, as they arc not so liable to ' 



break as the vukanite ones. •UThr^^^ 
holding in air six plates, are necessary. 

Now, I think that will do for the camera, 
e.N'cept that in buying the same you must re- 
member the following: Portability and as few 
movements as is consistent with rigidity and" 
efficient work. 

The Tripod is the next question. The first 
thing to remcniber is, never sacrifice rigidity 
for portability in a tripod, put up with the little 
extra weight and get a tripod that w.ill stand 
firm. The tripod must be long enough to bring 
:the camera nearly level with the head, and on 
no account buy a tripod that you have to stoop 
down to focus. 

Next comes the focussing cloth, which is 
used to cover the iiead of the operator anti tlie 
camera, so as to exclude as much light as pos- 
sible when focussing, otherwise the image will 
not be clear, and the operator will not be able 
to focus sharply. This can be made of some 
opaque material such as twill, so long as it is 
opaque, and long enough to cover the head of 
the operator and the camera. 

The next item is the shutter and diaphragm. 
The shutter is the means of making the ex- 
posure by covering up and uncovering the 
lens. One of the many bet.v^een^lens shut- 
ters are perhaps the best suitedjf6f 'tlie begin- 
ner, and, in shutters g'eherallyji^^^^ better the 
price the more efficient " the' shiitter; On the 
front ii is marked "T" (time), "B" (bulb), "i, 
1-2, 1-5, 1-25, i-ioo," tlicse being the rate of 
s])ce(l m seconds, or part of seconds in which 
Ihc shutter will open and close. When set to 
time, the shutter opens by sciueex-ing the bulb 
or pressing the lever, and does not close again 
until the action is repeated. If the pointer is 
set to "B," ythe shutter will remain open as 
long as the'bulb is squeezed or the lever press- 
ed, and will immediately close upbn the pres- 
sure being released. When set to cither of the 
speeds marked, viz.: "i, y^, i-^s, 1-25," etc., the 
shutter will open and close in the time it is set 
to, as in "Time" and "Bulb," by the .same 
operation, according to the efficiency of the 
shutter. 

The next subject for our consideration is 
the lens. I will endeavor to make this subject 
as concise and plain as possible. It is neces- 
sary, however, to become familiar with the 
])ropcrties of a lens. Light travels in a straight 
jine through the air, but on entering the lens, 
it is refracted or bent, until thc rays meet at a 



raphers 



point which is termed F. or focal,};- and. the 
distance from the lens to the point" 'where the 
rays meet is the focal length of the lens. As 
an example, if the point is 8 in. from the lens, 
then the lens is of 8 in. focal length. Now as 
the rays from an object arc brought to a cor- 
responding point on the other side of the lens, 
it follows that a direct image can be received 
and made visible. This is done by means of 
the ground glass. 

In buying a lens it is advisable to try it in 
a camera and focus on an object. It .should be 
free from "flare spot," that is, a circular spot 
of light in the centre of the image. It should 
gi\c a sharp image on every corner of the 
ground glass, even when the rising and falling 
front is used and at its widest aperture, that 
is, of course, supposing you are focussing on a 
flat object such as a building. It should have 
a fair depth of focus,' and give a good, clear, 
crisp image, right uo to the edge of the plate.

MOTORBOATS ON THE DEAD SEA 

The Dead Sea is a government monopoly, 
and at present is leased out to a small native 
company. They have a wooden boat built ior a 
sailing vessel, but about six months ago had 
a motor put in it. If this company succeeds ; 
they might try a couple more motorboats. The 
Dead Sea is one-third solid matter, the greater 
part of which is salt, and the question to an- 
swer is: Can tlic hulls stand the action of this 
saltwater? Peoiilc in this country are not 
wealthy enough to afford a motorboat for 
pleasure only, and as no one would be allowed 
to use one on the Dead Sea, Jaffa is the only 
po.ssible market for boats in the district. The 
Jordan valley, the river and the Dead Sea 
are the personal property of the sultan. A 
permit must; first be obtained from the sultan 
before boats of any kind can be launched there- 
on. Such permits have heretofore been very 
difficult to , prpcure for'^ motorboats. — New

CANADIAN HYMN WRITERS 

Rev. A. Wylie Mahon, vSt. Andrews-by-thc- 
Sea, N.B., has done his country a national ser- 
vice in his brochure "Canadian Hymns and 
Hymn Writers." That he has found much 
that , is worthy of discriminating praise is a 
real tribute to, the talent of a young land. 
Tennyson has said that a good hymn is the 
most difficult thing in the world to write, be- 
cause it has to possess simplicity, yet be poeti- 
cal. Offer any expression out of the common 
and it ceases to be a hymn. A good hymn has 
also to be deeply spiritual. Mr. -Mahon calls 
people to task who say that as well look for a 
needle in a hajfstackijqivforia h^ , 
iin Ireland, as'-^or 'meritoHou in 
material and as yet unschooled Canada— -since 
we have an interesting group of composers, 
whose songs are sung far beyond the confines 
of the Dominion. 

This list begiirs with the first of the sweet 
singers. Dean Bullock, of Halifax. He was yet 
young when he wrote for the dedication of his 
church in 1827, "We Love the Place, O God," 
one of the most beloved hymns of this '.day. 
In 1854 he published a volume of ' Songs of 
the Church." 

Then are given notes upon Joseph Scriven, ■ 
Port Hope ; to whom we arc indebted for 
"What a Friend We Have In Jesus!" one of 
the first hymns given by missionaries in many 
foreign lands to their converts. Many and 
many a mixed company joins in it. The au- 
thorship has been falsely credited to Dr. Bonar. 
Mr. Scriven was deeply religious and charit- 
able. He published a small volume of hymns, 
but his death in 1886 was hastened by ill- 
health and pecuniary distress. He had given 
freely to others, but had little confidence in 
the responsive charity of this world. 

Dr. Robert Murray, religious editor for 
over fifty years in Nova Scotia, is credited with 
fine lyrical gifts. Several worthy hymns of

different' clMi-che^^^^^^^^^ 

byterian hymnal of Canada, aud three in the 
new Canadian Anglican hymn book, where 
thirteen Canadians found voice. Dr. Murray's

He 
said that the Legislature must either provide 
a . system of education whereby every man, 
woman and child can learn to understand the 
Latin terms in the laws of the land, or else 
translate these same into English pure and un- 
dcfiled. 

It is a hard matter, this. While many of 
us do not like to pay our lawyers' bills when 
they come in, there are, after all,, few who 
would characterize the legal profession, as did 
Mr. Williams, as a "social parasite." Mr. Wil- 
liams declared that the mystifying phrases in 
the laws made it necessary for people in gen- 
eral to go to the lawyer to get the laws ex- 
plained to them. 

It is a hard matter. Suppose we translate 
all these "jaw-breakers" that offend the ear of 
the member for Newcastle, and have the 
statutes all written in simple j-Angflo^'Saxon 
style, there are few of us who will tar^^^^^ 
to court on our own reading of the law.' .Q-VYr 
ing to the vast variety of human- foibles, : and. 
social institutions, the laws of the country are 
intricate, comprehensive, and dry — oh, so dry ! 
It would take a long time for the layman to 
master them all so that he could be his own 
man of law. Even if the statute books were 
printed in .EngHsh;^anddlltistrated with dia- 
grams and dotted lines ihstfucting the layman 
how to proceed in his own -defence, he would 
probably shake the nuisance of "understand- 
ing" the laws, and go to a lawyer.

Australia in Three Aspects 




ERE are glimpses of Australia in 
three aspects as depicted by Dr. 
Fitchett in his magazine, "Life": 
"The character of a nation may al- 
ways be judged by the sports which 
delight it most, and on which it is 
willing to spend the largest sums of money. 
Horse-racing — as an accompaniment, not to 
say a pretext, for gambling on a tremendous 
scale — is perhaps the chief delight of an Aus- 
^ 'tralian crowd'; but just now prize-fighting is 
at an extraordinary height of popularity. 
Nothing attracts such crowds, at such high 
prices, as a prize-fight. No singer, though 
she had the voice of Jenny Lind or of Mclba ; 
no lecturer, though he had the science of 
Huxley and the eloquence of Gladstone; no 
actor, though he possessed the mimetic art of 
- 'Garrick, could crowd a building-. -m.thijiiuch 
throngs, or stir such a passion of excifenient, 
as at the present moment can even a couple of 
second-rate boxers. 

Mad on Boxing 

"In Mejbourne, on a recent evening, the 
great Cyclorama was crannncd to suffocation, 
and more than a thousand people waited out- 
side, .unable to secure entrance at any price, 
all to see a few pairs of quite unimportant 
pugfilists beat each other to the point of ex- 
haustion.'' For the fight betwixt '"rommy" 

' Burns and "Bill" Squires a great building was 
specially erected, and the sums paid to watcli 

• the fight would almost cliange the complexion 
of a State budget. Burns lias fought with yet 
another rival, a negro named Johnson, and it 
is said that a yet vaster buillding had to 
be erected to iiold the spectators, and yet high- 
er prices were demanded for . entrance, A 
cynic might well smile at the spectacle; a 
philosopher might perplex himself with trying 
to analyze the passions to which such scenes 
appeal. 

. Australian Self-Denlal 

"But there is another group of facts 
pointing in an exactly opposite direction which 
deserve recording. Tii iSSS the Salvation 
Ariny throughout Australasia cstablislicd a 
week of self-denial, and raised by it the modest 
sum of £1.026 for tlie support of its work. 
The self-denial week has been observed every 
year since, and this year the sum raised is 
£33,700; last year it was . £32,935. Self- 
denial week has' come to yield'^ihe SaWation 
Army over, £30,000 every 'year; In twenty 
rears it has yielded a total sum of not less 
ban £400,000. The Salvation Army is look- 



ed upon with a certain amount, of distrust by 
some, and with a certain touch of contempt by 
others, if only because it moves in the realm 
of sentiment, and .works by forces which the 
world, in the intensely secular mood which for 
the moment possesses it, is inclined to dis-^ 
miss as unpractical. But a sentiment which 
crystallizes into £30,000 in a single week of 
each year is "practical" enough to justify its 
own existence. There is plainly a rare energy 
of spiritual force in the Army to collect this 
■ sum. • ■ ■ ; . . ,, . . . ■.■ 

Springtime in Australia 
"It is springtime for Australia and New 
Zealand, and everywhere the land is lush with 
grass, fragrant with blossoming orchards, and 
rich with the promise of a great harvest. Dur- 
ing the month a most timely rain swept across 
the whole floor of the continent from west to 
east, and if the money value of tiiis rain 
could be expressed in cold arithmetic, it would 
run up to many millions. A shower of glitter- 
ing gold dust falling from the sky over hill 
and plain would hardly have made a more 
direct contribution to the national wealth than 
the gains of a' season so genial.-" 



LONDON'S GREAT POVERTY 

"The problem' of poverty in London has 
seldom been more urgent than it is at this mo- 
ment. At this Christmas season 130,543 pcr- 
.sons — or more than 27 out of every 1,000 — - 
are in reccii)t of poor-law relief. In ten years 
London has added 26,000 units to its pauper 
army. The total number has not been higher 
for thirty-eight years.; and we must go back 
to 1874 to find a higher ratio of paupers to 
population. - 

"We take these figures from the review of 
'The Legal Poor of London' in the Times, an 
annual statement which always conveys the 
impression of being written with full, inside 
knowledge, and which often anticipates by 
many months the report of the Local Govern- 
ment Board," says the Chronicle. "The figures 
arc painfully arresting. They 'seem to war- 
rant a very gloomy view of the state of things 
in London, Close consideration makes the 
facts' look not less serious, but serious in 
other ways than might at first sight be sup- 
posed. 

"When it is said that pauperism in Lon- 
don is more extensive, both ab.solutcly and 
relatively to population, than it has been for 
a generation, the natural conclusion might 



seem to be that poverty and distress must be 
similarl}' greater. .' ■ . 

"Poverty, however, is one thing; and legal 
pauperism is another. Largely, of course, they 
coincide, and the increase of .pauperism this 
year reflects a condition of distress. Largely, 
but not entirely; for the first fact which the 
analysis in, the Times brings out is that the 
increase of pauperism is. confined to a few 
unions, whilst in more than half, there has 
been a decrease. The Poplar Unipii^alpiie is 
responsible for a great increase .in the 
East-end pauperism, and Islington for almost 
all the increase in the North. 

"The second fact to be noted is that where 
the increase is iarge a particular kind of lax 
administration exists. The :'spcial conditions of 
Poplar are similar to those>J,in- n 
unions. What is different'is'^.the Poor-law ad- 
ministration. The conclusion is irresistible, 
and it is supported by facts otherwise notor- 
ious, that the administration is at fault. The 
first problem of Poor-law reform is to abolish 
the diversity of treatment which is favored by 
the existence of thirty-one different boards of 
guardians. The 'pauper-factories' must in 
some wiay be closed. 

"Lax administration (especially in the mat- 
ter of out-relief) is not, however, the only form 
in Avhicli the manufacture of pampers is car- 
ried on in Loridoii.' 'Misguided philanthropy is 
another. The pauper army in London is re- 
cruited from nil over the countr}'-; it is the- 
i\lccca of the '\vork-shy,' because nowhere else 
is the provision of shelters and the like so 
abundant, and in no other hunting-ground arc 
the profits of begging so ample. 

"The person who is most busily engaged 
in the pauper-making trade of London ,is the 
indiscriminate alms-giver. He it is who at- 
tracts the 'sturdy beggars',' and in bad times 
he attracts, them more tliaii in gopd." 
, . __o 

■A number of experiments have been car- 
ried out with the object of preparing a caffein 
free product from the coffee seeds. A satisfac- 
tory result was obtained by certain methods 
■which aim at subjecting the entire raw seeds 
to a procedure by means of which the caffein 
salts are decomposed and the seeds are render- 
ed amenable to subsequent extraction with a 
volatile .solvent of caffein. This procedure is 
at present employed in Bremen' and in Mann- 
heim, Germany. Nature has produced a plant 
free from caffein, native of Madasgascar and 
Reunion, but unfit for use on account of its bit- 
ter principle. Grafting experiments have not 
yet proved successful. The requirements in 
case of the artificial non-poisonous product arc 
its almost entire harmlessness, together with 
an unchanged appearance, taste and aroma. 



Can Venezuela Govern? 




'OW or never Venezuela;. can^a'nd 
must prove that it possesses the 
ability to govern itself well and 
indefinitely improve. We have 
pending international ^ cp^plica- 
tions of which the countiry*knows 
through the recent Government announcement. 
This demands imperiously from Venezuelans 
the obligation to unite in the common cause. 
Let us show that wc are worthy and strong in 
the defence and honor of the flag." 
;':i^^ are. patriotic words which the Minis- 
ter of ;the Interior, Senor Alcantara, sent to the 
State Governors of Venezuela after a coup 
d'etat which has ended President 'Castrp's 
malevolent antics. ' / ' 

"While President Gastro has been rousing 
the curiosity of the European Press, and es- 
pecially that of Berlin, and exciting the cupid- 
ity of concession-hunters, shipbuilders, and 
the manufacturers of warlike stores, the Op- 
position in Venezuela has not been idle," says 
the Spectator, narrating the incident. "On 
Wednesday news reached this country through 
Renter's, Agency that General Gomez, Vice- 
Presiden't of the Republic, had substituted for 
the old Castro Cabinet a new coalition Minis- 
try. The supporters of Senor Castro have, h6w- 
ever, not only been turned out of office; they 
have also been arrested on the ground that 
they were engaged in a criminal conpsiracy, 
in which President Castro himself -is charged 
with complicity. ' , ; 

''The fact^^s tlia.t an ahti-Castro coup d'etat 
has been earned; out in the usual Spanish- 
Am encan;fashi6h.V^Genera^^^^ is said to 
have 'sho'wnr'gyeat'' person On Sat- 
urday last he went on foot to the barracks, 
where a mutinous regiment was quartered un- 
der the command of President Castro's bro- 
ther. General Gomez entered the building and 
himself placed Colonel Castro under arrest. He 
then went to the Yellow House and arrested 
Senor Torres Cardenas, President Castro's rep- 
resentative.- General Gomez seized him by 
the shoulders, and, shaking him roughly, said: 
'I have discovered your plot to assassinate me. 
You arc my prisoner.' Senor Cardenas tried to 
use his revolver, but General Gomez was too 
quick, and pinioned his arms. 

"These two arrests appear to have broken 
the back of the plot. General Gomez' next is- 
sued a proclamation justifying his, action, and 
declariiig^rlhiS;,>intention of fiiiding..a decorous 
and pacific solution of the country's interna- 
tional disputes. No doubt anything may hap- 



pen in a South American Republic, and unless 
there is some very sudden reaction we may, 
we think, consider President Castro's career 
at an end. We can hardly doubt that he was 
in a sense prepared for such an event. South 
American Presidents when they are absent are 
sure to be in the wrong. The telegrams add 
that President Castro'.s 'unlimited letter pf 
credit' has been cancelled ; but it is not likely 
that the ex-President, as we suppose we must 
now call him, has failed to make prudent pro- 
vision against such an event." 

"It is Holland that deserves the thanks of 
the civilized world for having given the push 
that toppled over the fabric of Castro's power," 
says the Times. "But,- while her 'seizure of 
one or two Venezuelan vessels was the occa- 
sion of the catastrophe, it can hardly have been 
the cause. There were other factors, external 
and internal to Venezuela, at work, and per- 
haps an appreciation of their number and force 
may not have been entirely unconnected with 
the ex-President's voyage to Europe. He must 
have known of the deep hatred that his rule 
inspired among large classes of ■ the nation, 
and he must have been well aware th it, in 
times of real .stress and danger, the motives 
which impelled place-hunters and ruffians to 
attach themselves to him would impel them 
with equal force to desert his cause,"

In a report to the British Colonial Office 
Sir William McGregor,, ^pvernor of New- 
foundland, gives an account of a visit he paid 
to a settlement of Micmacs, who are held by 
ethnologists to be a branch of the Algonquin 
Indians, at Bay d'Espoir, on the south of the 
island., here arc, only twenty-three families 
living on the reservation, consisting of 131 
persons. The Micmats||^re ;hunters and trap- :

On the visit of thev 
governor there were only twp miserable cpwsv 
in the settlement, and a few extremely wretch- 
ed sheep, and he saw only one fovyl and a 
"tame wild goose." The food consisted chiefly - 
of flour, a few potatoes and cabbage and cari- 
bou meat, wdiile the majority of the people 
were in rags. Notwithstanding these obvious 
hardships the inhabitants are generally healtlvy, 
th'e' olde.st woman was ninety year^ of age and 
{lie 'oldest man about eighty. The men are 
described as of good size and strongly built, > 
clearly of mixed descent and many being 
nearly like Europeans.— Montreal {Standard,

If wo acccpt'a's true.^and If ;4'V"claitn^^o 'bo Chris- 
tians we can Imraly dc otherwlse,' the accounts given 
In the New Testament of the things done by the 
Apostles, wo seem forced to one of two ■conclusions. 
Either a great power, once possessed by some men 
and api)arently, exercised by ctheiu, has been lost; 
or the power yet exists and Is not utilized to any 
conspicuous extent. It seems as If, In the Christian 
Avorld, tho burden of proving: that this power is hot 
exercisable today rests upon those who assert It is 
not, and that to require, 'belloyors In It to prove their 
case , from the beginning:' is illosical.

physical effects can be produced; ' but Svhy one, who 
■believes these narratives contained in the Acts of 
the Apostles, should do so is not so- clear. What 
right has any one to say tliat any man or woman 
may not be "full of faith and power," as Stephen 
was, that Is If ho admits what .Is told of Stephen Is 
true. It is very true, that most ecclesiastical au- 
thorities refuse to believe In occurrences, which are 
attributed to this "faith and power," but so afto did 
the ecclesiastical authorities, who were contemporary 
with Stephen, so that all this refusal appears to 
establisli witli certainty is that ecoleslaatlcal^authcr- 
ity l.s not very greatly different now to what It was 
nineteen centuries ago.

torical narrative, are we not forced to concede that, 
whatever else is demonstrated thereby, the one thing 
about which there can bo no cavil Is that there Is 
an occult power whereby men can control physical 
conditions? "We may differ as to the construction to 
be put upon language.. emjiloyed in teaohlng; we may, 
or may not .arguo|liiglcailV^ the precepts laid 

down by those who" founded Christianity; but If 
water was turned Into wine. If lianarus was raised 
from the dead, if the lame man did wallf, if lepers 
were cleansed, there can bo no question at all but 
that in these things was exemplified an actual power 
quite as real as the power of gravitation, and it 
would seem logically to follow that the laws govern- 
ing the operation of this power, arc as proper a sub- 
ject of Investigation as are those of the force that ' 
makes an apple fall to the ground when loosed from 
the bough of a tree. 

Let it be conceded for the salce of tho argument 
that this power does exist, can any one fi.K its limita- 
tions? If It is an efficient agency exerclseable by 
those who qualify themselves to employ it, what 
might /Itjnpt*^^^ way c-f the;<'regcnera- 

tlon of ■indivrdiials and society? One thlhg^sbems 
clear enough, namely that such a power was Incon- 
sistent with wrong-living and hence one may reason- 
ably infer that It Is only available to those who live •• 
rightly. When Jesus used his oft-quoted expression 
about faith that could remove mountains, he .added, 
"Howbelt this kind goeth not out 'but by prayer and 
fasting." In.all ages and all lands prayer and fasting 
have been regarded as prerequisite tc- the exercise of 
occult force. Gluttony, licentiousness, evil tihoughts, 
the concentration of the mind upon material things, 
selfishness, nil these are hostile to the development 
of faith. Every ecclesiastic will concede that, no 
matter with what section of tho church he Is associ- 
ated. But the faith they have In mind Is something 
that: wllj save- a man ■ from the _ consequence of his 
sins In a future life, whereas what Jesus seems to 
have ibeon speaking of v/as a faith that could ac- 
complish tilings hero and now. Read Matthew XV'II. 
and see for yourself. This Is as far as It seems 
necessary to go just now, but perhaps the Idea may 
bo worth following out toy those who think of ■ such 
things. It seems to bear out the idea expressed In 
tho lirst of the articles suggested by the Acts of the 
Apostles, namely, that It Is Faith, which rightly ex- 
ercised can make us superior to physical surround- 
ings, which differentiates us from the brute creation, 
constitutes our likeness to God and is the source of 
eternal life.

It was not by-.l-any. -.means 

annihilated, for the remaining shipia £ oIitnurnb6red 

those of the Greeks, but its morale was completely 

destroyed. Its numerical strength had contributed to 

Its defeat, for the vessels got 1 ri each other's way and 

many of them were thus sunk by collisions, with 

which their opponents had notliing to do. 

Xerxes witnessed the battle from a lofty tln-ono, 

which had been erected on the shore, in tho belief 

tliat his presence In a consplcuou.s place In sight ot 

his fleet would Inspire his men with confidence and 

courage. The result of the day produced In his 

breast a feeling of panic and he ordered the cvaciiA-- 

tlon of Greece by his troops, excu.'^lng liimself by 

saying that, having destroyed Alliens, he liad aveng- 
ed the' memory of liis father. He left Mardonius 

with 300,000 men to complete the subjugation oC 

Greece, but tliis forci; was utterly defeated later al 
Plataca, and the Per.slan invasion Avas at an end. 
There are few reliable particulars ot the retreat ot 
Xerxes. We know that the bridge of boats over the 
Hellespont \yas destroyed by a storm, that starvation 
and pestilence claimed thousands of victims, that an 
early winter added to tho horrors of the march, that 
all the splendor which had marked the advance dis- 
appeared; but we cannot account in any way for the 
vast host which a short time before had been led 
down the Egean coast by the Persian monarch. 
Neither do we khbW the fate of the' hundreds ot ves- 
sels which remained , after Salamis. Probably the 
Egyptian and PHpenlcian ships made their way homo 
as best they could. AVhat became of the men from 
what are now known as Turkestan, Nortlnvost India, 
Afghanistan, Celuchistan, Egypt, Nuljia and oth.;r 
lands, which made up the vast army, we can only 
guess. Xerxes seems to have been most concerned 
about his Persian soldiers, and to have sought 
chiefly to protect them. It Is probable that many of 
the others, who survived the horrors of the retreat, 
remained In the northern provinces of nioderri 
Greece and the southern provinces of modern Tur- 
key. Salamis will always have a place in lilstorj- 
because there was decided the fate of Eurose, so far 
as tile ambitions of Asiatic monarchs was concerned. 
Thenceforward Greece was able to develop her 
civilization according to her. own idoal.s, and those 
ideals are to a large extent ours. After Salamis 
came the ago made famous by tho Influence of

After the battle of Thermopylae there was noth- 
ing to obstruct the advance of the Persian hosts and 
they overran Attica, capturing- and burning Athens, 
against which city Xerxes cherished ^; the ;' revenge 
which had been the Inspiration of the "expedition 
planned bj-* his father Darius. Previous to Thermo- 
pylae the Persian and Grecian fleets had biicn in 
collision and the latter had demonstrated its supor- 
dority in naval skill, although It was greatly out- 
jiurnbered by tho former. Jlorc serious tiian any in- 
jury inflicted by the Greeks was the damage result- 
ing from a terrific storm. It Is Interesting to read 
the accounts ot the supplications made to tho gods 
Iby tho Greeks, ot the consultations with the oracle,';, 
!ind of tho repeated .sacrifices. The Persians pursued 
:iiuch tho same course, and indeed the whole cam- 
paign seems to hav(3 been conducted in accordance 
with what were understood to be tho wishes of the 
eods.

Ho remained in Cliina after jieaco 
was iccihcludod as commander of tho royal engineers 
at Tien Tslri, making several expeditions Into tiie in- 
terior and acquiring a great knowledge of China. Ho 
liocanie major in ISO:;, and In tlie following year was 
entruBtcd by the Peking autliorltlos witli tlie sup- 
pression of tho Tal-ping rebellion. Ho organized 
what became known as "The Ever-victorious Arm.v," 
and as a result of his operations he opened tlie great 
sllk-produclrig provinces to coinnn rco. Ho wn,-) of- 
fered an Immense reward In money tor his services, 
but declined everything except lionorary recognition, 
accepting the' position of mandarin of tho first rank 
and llio title of .Ti Tu, which is the highest in tho 
Chinese military service. He returned to England 
and was made lleutenant-colonol and from 1805 to 
1871 was In command of tho royal engineers at Wool- 
wich, at which time he distinguished Iiim.snlf by his 
work among the sick and poor. Ho rio.tt repre.icnted 
the British government on the International Danube 
Commhsslon, and In 1S74 wont tn Egypt to establish 
the sovereignty, of the Khedive in tho Upper Nile 
basin. , For his .services ho was created a Pashn, and 
In 1877 was appointed Governor of the Sou dun. His 
administration was very successful. , He did much 
towards" auppreeslng tho slave trade,' promoted com- 



- \ipon tho partial destruction of tlielr fleet ;it .Mount 
Athos during the expedition of Darius. If tho fleet 
ot Xerxes liad advanced witliout hesitation, treatin.g 
the' storm simply as an incident in the natural order 
of events, they would have found tho Greek naval 
forces disorganized and the rival commanders divided 
in opinion as to the best course to follow; but they 
delayed, and the delay gave Themistokles, the Athen- 
■ Ian commander, an opportunity to carry out his plans. 

The fighting slilps of those days avoided the open 
sea as far as iiossible, seeking tho narrow channols, 
fio as to b(3 within reach of slieltcr in tlie event of 
storm. Propelled only by oars, and carrying a large 
number oC men In proportion to their size, they could 
take few chances In rough weather, and. It the wind 
blow with unusual severity, the practice was to 
beach the ships and haul them up out of, the reach of 
the waves. Conditions of this kind made a rapid ad- 
vance difficult, and yet the conduct of the Persians 
seems Inexplicable. After much disputation tiie var- 
ious Grecian naval contingents assembled In the nar- 
row strait between the coast of Attica and the Island 
known as Salnmis. Tho Persians occiipied tho north- 
east end of tho strait, and tor a considerable time 
tho navies confronted each other, tho Persians hesi- 
tating to advance, and the Greeks quarrelling among 
' themselves as to what line of conduct they should 
adopt At first all of t'lom except Themistokles 
counselled dispersion, so hopeless did an eiicounter 
with tho vastly, superior foi-ces of the Persians ap- 



I. — Earliest History 

Spain boasts of a ch'llizntlon of great antiquity. 
We are told by ancient chroniclers that the primitive 
laws of this land wore fianicd six thousand years 
before the beginning of time, whatever that may 
mean. Anotlier old story, relates liow Tubal, fifth 
son of Japliet, was tho first man to set foot in this 
wonderful country, which the Romans named Hes- 
panla and the Greeks Hesperln, which means the 
Land of the Setting Sun. Still earlier legends toll 
us that Spain was one of the places visited by Her- 
cules and his followers In their search for the Golden 
Fleece. So sunny was tlie' clime and tho soil pro- 
ductive of such a variety of ricii and luscious fruits 
that the heroes of the Argonautlc expedition tarried 
there a while and spme.o^'tliem, falling quite In love 
with the countrj5||{le|6rmin^^ In It. They 

wore joined some year's iater after the fall of Troy, 
by refugees from tho burning city. 

Tlio early lilstory of thi.s fair land is clouded In 
mystery, bewildering, fascinating, romantic, histor.v. 
There ar6_ probably few other countries that can 
claim' to"'be!.the scene ot su'ch a spectacular historical 
drama as Old Spain. She is justly fomod, . for, the ^ 
number of Heroic, men shfc;lias given ;tV'tiiuj'\v'prid, 
heroes distinguished for their chivalry, their learning, 
their prowess In war, and their genius and love for 
diacover.v. 

A country so rich In natural resources, so easy ot 
access and of such:a marvelous climate- could not 
fall to attract settlers from,"alI parts of tho world. 
Authentic history names tho Pliocmlcians as among 
tho earliest peojile to invade the country, though 
they were peaceful Invaders for tho most part, giv- 
ing their time and attention principally to commerce. 
The Carthaginians joined them at tho Phoenicians' 
Invitation, and for mtiny years the two peoples united 
In the endeavor ; to keep^the 'land of their adoption a 
secret from the Rornans'.ixv^p threat- 
eningly powerful. HenTCyW^::arc,^^^^^ of 
the name. In Punic thb. wbr^'Span (Spaln)^^^^^^^^ 
something hidden, ■ • > • '■' ■ ' , > 

However, '■.Ihclr vigilance counted for little. Greek 
and Roman navigators .sailing towards the shores of 
Spain, attracted Iiy th(! api)earaneo of the land, and 
the sweet and spicy odnur.'-- wafted seawards from 
I tlie wooded liills, anchored tlieir slilps off the coa.st, 
and, after reconnoitring the country, carried such 
tales of its beauty and richness to tlieir rcspcctivo 
homes that the cupidity of . the Greeks and Romans 
was ai'oused, and each nation sought to conquer tho 
land for herself. The Punic wars followed, at the 
end of which Spain b'ecamo a Roman province, tlic 
fairest and one of the richest' that' the great Empire 
possessed. ■ " • ' • • - 

The peoples of the twa countries cOriTilngled,; ari ■ 
when peace was estaVUshtd turned y;t^ and 
attention to the cultivation of the arts, the sciences 
and philosophy, TIio Romans had borrowed most of 
their Ideas In regard to these things from tho con- 
quered Greeks, but tlie Inhabitants of tlie Spanlsli 
ponlnsula prided themselves upon tlieir own learnin.g 
and advancement. Had not their forefathers found- 
ed Cadiz, Sldon ' and. Tyro . and the .now ruined , 
Carthage? Had they not conquered Sicily and Sar- 
dinia? So there began an era of iioctic literature 
and scientific advancement. Tlie Honians were the 
teaciiers, it Is true, hut the .-Vudaiuslans proved such 
apt pupils tiiat they soon suriiassed their masters. 
Euclid was taught, all of the industries brouglit to a 
high state ot perfection, and tho sciences cultivated, 
until It came to piass that, everything In the way of 
literature that Rome jiroduced was tho work of 
Slianlards, and the Kmpiro counted upon the con- 
fiuered province to export to hermo.st of iior luxuries, 
from tlie blaclc grapes and the amber wines, the 
sweet oil and honey and the richly dyed cloths, to 
the dark-eyed, llssomc-Umbed gli'ls who should 
people the Roman harems. 

But "already the bhnt victorious eyes of A'aiidal 
and of Goth were peering down upon liome; already 
they liad whisiiored together and over the Iiydromel 
had drunk to her fall." 

Some historians would have us believe that in the 
general destruction ot the civilized world under the 
ravaging inroads of tho Goths, the Vandals and the 
Huns, Spain was graciously spared by thom, that 
even the barbarians were affected by the refinement 
there, the evidences ot art and culture, and were in- 
spired with a desire to emulatq/^the c^^ people. 
But WHberforce claims -that '': Spaliivi s^^ as did 

every other part of tho Roman ' Empire, that tho 
Goths' influence there, far from being a Christianiz- 
ing one, led only to degradation, and "that through- 
out tho whole of Europe at this timo, not a shred of;^;;. 
llgiit v.'as discernible." 4>[v 

It v.'as during the 8th century that Spain camo 
under tho rule of the Saracens after remaining tor 
throe hundred years subject to tho dominion ot the 
Goth.s. After the doatli of the last Gothic king and 
during tiie first Invasion of the Arabs, Pelnyo, • tho 
hero of many n, Sjianlsh romance, lived and ruled 
over some few hundred subjects In tho wild and im- 
pregnable covmtry of ilio Asturlas. Ono of ^ the • ' 
stories related ot him Is to the effect that with' only 
thirty men ho once held a mountain pass;,", against 
four hundred thoiisand Moslem beslogersV .putting 
them to rout and destroying a countless number. It 
stands to .reason that such a report must be larjfcly

• Now, this "wide" reading; Is <, undoubtedly, good- 
from the point of view of the "llberaU minded educa- 
tionist," but it Is very apt to. "i-un, to 'scod,'! and ,, it j 
is with this girl that I wish to have a chat. I canj; 
well remember that my father always expressed a 
wish that I should not read a novel until my twen- 
tieth birthday; I gave- no promise/ but the very few 
novels I did read were strictly -of the standard type, 
and I havo often realized his great wisdom and been 
grateful for the suggestion since. During the last 
two or three years girls have more leisure than ever 
for reading,- it seems to -nie,' and it Is unlikely If thoy 
have ever ?had;imbre , latitude given them In their 
choice of ; bbpks^firtjb'iirerv'wlll have again in their

Schboirbd'oks have 'been • put aside (alas!) and 
their social duties do riot press upon them as they 
will do In later years.

these times. 

But I am writing this article niainlv for those 
girls who are fond of reading, for tlio others— thoy 
will probably criticize It and say that I am old-fash- 
ionod in my Ideas— perhaps I am. and I can honestly 
say that I trust I am in many things! This Is sure- 
ly the time when tho book- loving girl should not 
.only road to a purpose for herself, but .should also 
be interested In hearing other people's ideas and 
views upon the books sho is reading. Tho very best 
way of getting at these is to start a "book club," 
which meets once a month at tho various residences 
of tho monibers. Refroshmonts should be very 
strictly lliiiltod, so that tho poorer mombors should 
not fool It a tax to have tho meeting, and the secre- 
tary should be prepared to give up a good deal of 
time and trouble to arranging an Interesting pro- 
gramino. 

Tho usual plan is that one book should bo road 
in a mC'nth, and then a paper Is given upon it and a 
discussion follows. Well, It Is supposed tn follow, 
but In my oxperlonce pooiilo, and ospcoially young 
people, are loth to get up and "dlscu.'fs," and the 
whole thing Is apt to fall desperately flat. 

Suppose you first of all call a meeting of the 
members at which you will decide upon tho cheap 
classical series of books that tho club shall adopt In 
order that each member should gradually collect a 
complete set of uniform volumes. Then, so aa to 
reacli the taste of all, two, or even throe books 
should be chosen for each month, and tho exponsB 
can o.'i.sily be minimised,- by momher.f arranging 
among tlieiiisclvos to lend tho books to one aiiollier.

On the club evening everyone would bo made to 
fool vcr.v welcome, and then one of the short speeches 
(time .should bo Ivopt very strictly) would bo made, 
and followed by the siioakcr putting her questions to 
the general audience. It is a queer, but nevcrtheloa.s 
true, fact that very few people will remain silent 
when they have tho chance cf definitely answering a 
fluostion, about which they have formed an opinion. 
The difficulty will rather bo found to prevent two 
friends from talking at once! 

These questions will Induce general discussion in 
a marvelous way, which will only be clcaed by tho 
advent of tea or co.'foo. After this Is over the second 
book may be treated in the same way,-j,As,a diversion 
tho secretary should arrange a "Character" evening 
occasionally, to which tho members niust ccino in 
costume, following the description of one of tho char- 
acters in a certJiln book. They should not only dross 
correctly, but they should also endeavor to adopt tho 
tone and genorn! behavior of their "original," and 
great amusomont is caused when two "Doras" ("Da- 
vid Coppcrficld," or "Adam Bede," by George Eliot), 
meet, wlio have conceived the .charftotor> from tottillv 
different points of view, and : aotV acpordlrigly.

Pour three- 
quarters of a pint of boiling milk on throe table- 
spoonfuls of linel.v grated broadi-Tiinibs, add, when 
cool, two '^jjoonfuls of sugiir, a little grated lemon 
rind and tin; well-whl.skod yolk of one lar.i;o (or two 
small) eggs. I'our the mbituro over tho banana 
pulp and bake in a moderate oven till sot. Whisk 
tlio whites of tho eggs vcr.v stiffly, and put on tho 
top of tho iiudding to be returned to tho oven till a 
golden bro\yn. 

It Is, of course, not .so much by using new re- 
cipes, as by adding l)anana.s to the old ones that use 
can be marlo of them. l''or Instance, lu making tho 
old-fashioned broad and butter pudding, use altornato 
layers of currants and bananas instead of all cur- 
rants. Or try a cabinet pudding recipe witli tho ad- 
dition of sliced bananas on tho top of each layer of 
.sponge cake. Or slice tour bananas in a pie dish, 
pour over an ordinary batter pudding mixture, and 
)):ikn in a good oVon. Thl.s can also bo baked in n 
tin, and will recall tho goosoborry batter iiuddlngs of 
(..-.ir sclioold.'iys. Again, If milking tapioca or sago 
cream, cook three bananas in a little sugar and water 
syrup for -five minutes, -put. into, a glass dish, and 
pour the sago over, finishing with the cream as us- 
ual. 

Then an ordinary Dovoiishlro Junket Is so nice If 
I)ourc-d over •siloed bananas, and don't forget a very 
lilx-ral allowance of Devonshire cream. 

Fried bananas, besides being a very nice garnish 
for Irlod cutlets, arc oriu.'illy good with fried cod 
.steaU, anil can also be added to tho new salad, at tho 
niomonl iio promliu'iit at nil fashionable dinners and 
lunohfons in London, oC lettuce and white grapes. 
Another novel use for them Is to mix the pulp with 
currants, .-iiid a spoonful ot golden syrup, ditto of 
brown sugar, and use like the ordinary filling of 
ecclos cakes. 

These aro only a few hints, but to nuy onthuslas- 
tlc coolc on tho Icok-out for "some new tiling" plenty 
of ways will soon suggest tiieinsulvcs for novel and 
nice exploitation of this cheap and wholesome fruit.

Some Difficulties in Card Leaving 

Calling and card leaving liavo their special dlfH- 
cultles, .'uid are constiinlly cropidiig up to the con- 
fusion of the caller, as .she Htund.s, card case In hand, 
wondering how many cards to leave or whether sho 
should ask for the lady she Is calling on or merely 
leave cards. 

To begin with, tho namo on tho visiting card 
■sho-jld be ntatly printed In tho centre, with tlie ad- 
dress in tho lower left-hand corner, or. If there Is a 
town addrosa and a country address, one In each of 
tho two lower corners, while if tlio lady has a day 
at home It Is either written or printed at tho top 
thus: 

"Fli-st and third Tuesdays." Tlio navne is printed 
In full, "Jlr. and -Mrs. William lirown," or "Mrs. 
William Brown" only. If there aro grown-up daugh- 
ter?", their names a|)ijear one below tho other, under 
th.-it of tholr mother— -•'Aliss Brown, Miss Edith 
Brown," or '"riie Missos Brown." Tho husband and 
sons liave separate cards, with tlioir regiment (if 
they liavij one) printed under their namo and their 
club In tho lower left-hand corner. A married wo- 
man culling on another leaves one card of her own 
and two of her husbaad's. Should she not find licr 



friends at home. Tho same rule ai>pllcs to father 
and daughter, or brother or sister. 

A married woman calling on a widow with sev- 
eral married daughters leaves one card of her own 
and one of her husband's. If, however, one of the 
daughters is a widow tiie same number of cards, 
namely, one of each, would be left on her also; and 
If a married daughter had her husband with her tho 
caildr w-ould have one of her own and two of her 
husband's cards on her, as well as the cards loft on 
her mother. When calling on a spinster, one card of 
the husband and one of tho wife aro loft, and In tho 
case of several sisters living together, the sanio num- 
ber, namely, two, would bo enough to leave, as a 
rule, as thoy are understood to bo left on tho eldest 
as nominal head of the house. Where, however, one 
sister Is a widow and one married, or both unmar- 
ried, and of much ithe.^samo!Uge,. then Jt onay^.be oonr. 
sldered that each. Is^the^mrstress' of Jthb 'house,' and 
therefore each Is .entitled to"* have 'cards loft 'on her. 

: Girls do not usually- have eards'.of their own when 
llvingsat 'home.'.'unless -their i's'm'othcr is dead or so 
great "an-invalid as to bo .unable, to go out. Girls, 
when calling, wlthout-.>thelr*-parents on friends - with 
whom their mother 'is -unacquainted would leave rher-, 
i:card, scratching out her name and leaving only their 
'.:own. Wives leave their husband's cards, but not as 
i:^a rule, their sons', "young men have their own friends 
. and do their calling themselves. 
;.; First calls should bo returned within a fortnight, 
when: i)ossihlo. Thoy can bo paid on the lady'.s at- 
.homo day if It figures on the card and is reai?onably 
ifsoojv.' -If not, however, it is better not -to wait for it, 
'.however, and some old-fashioned people consider It 
■ more Porreot to pay a first formal call on a day 
other than an at-homo dav. 

Calls paid on an at-homo day count as .a visit, 
and most people leave their own as -well as tholr hus- 
bands cards when leaving, to remind their, hostess 
that they have called. * " ,

by Catherine Howard, queen of ' the much-marrlod 
Henry VIII. 

Stow says that pins were first manufactured In 
1543. So far so good, but other authorities declare 
that pins wore Invented In tho reign of Francis I. 
q'his cannot bo correct, for In 1347, Just two hundred 
years before tho death of Francois, twelve thousand 
pins were delivered from the Royal wardrobe for the 
use of Princess Joan (it Is not stated whether .ghe had 
all her garments pinned together instead of sewn, but 
It would really seem rather like it, by the amount of 
pins she seems to have used), and in- 1400 • (more 
than a century before Francois asocaded. the throne), 
the Duchess of Orleans. purchased-'ffdfi^iJeahHle Bre- 
connicr Esplnglcr, 0f4'ParlsS'seV!Brilt^$.th6^^ long 
and short pins, besides ' sevdral/;huhdred:.de^;l£ facon 
d'Angletorre. So that pins were not only manufac- 
tured in England, but must have been of high repute 
even in the days of Henry IV. of TngUuid (1309- 
1413)..; i-:;.- .„ -. .v! -v-; . 

• In the reign .of ; Henry VIII. a statute was passed 
entlJ:)ed,; '^An! Acfe 'for: the true making of pynnes,' 
in which it .'was enacted th should not 

exceed' six shillings .-arid - elghtpence per thousand. 

■VVhe'n brie considers whatj the value of shillings 
were in that day, it Is a':pretty high price, especially 
when the cheapness of pins is 'taken into considera- 
tion now^a-days. 

Pins, wore originally made of boxwood, bone and 
silver,, for the richer classes; those used by tho poor 
were of common wood — in fact skewers. Then tho 
manufacture of pins gradually developed Into a great 
commercial enterprise. 

About the middle of the eighteenth century tho 
well-known Ryland family Introduced Into Birming- 
ham, England, the two' now^^industries of wire drav.-- 
Ing and pin-making, ■whichjat that period wore con- 
sidered as twin handicrafts. After' a steady devel- 
opment of twenty-live years, tho pin trade wa-s 
transferred to an ancestor of tho eminent firm of 
Thomas Plilpson & Son. 

The operation of pln-maklng is a remarkable in- 
stance of the division of labor. A single pin of those 
days had to undergo tlio manipulation of not losa 
than fourteen pairs of hands before It was ready for 
use. rin-niiikliig, like other Industries, has been sub- 
ject to .scientllic progress and the Improvements of 
passing years, and the process Is now comparatively 
simple. How many mUllons aro turned out every 
year now, and yet tlio pin is tho most oluslvo of all 
things. 

I can romombor having heard a comic song, -which 
was sung by Nolllo l^arreii, I believe, In her day. In 
11. J. iiyron's burlesriue, "The Bohemian ^yurl," 
called "It mayn't be yet, but surely It will be," In 
which occurred those two lines: — . ' 

"When small birds shan't be. worn In hats', and seals 

refuse their skins, , , 
And someone shall discover what becomes of all tho 

pins." ■ . , " 

Ah! what docs become of them? Plii-moncy still 
survives, as a term for a woman's allowance for hor 
own personal uso, chiefly for expenditure on clothes, 
of course! 

Long after tho Invention of pins, says Brewster, 
In the fourtc(mtli century, tho maker was allowed to 
sell thorn In open shop only on tho first and second 
of January, and it was then that the court ladles, 
and tho city dames flocked to the depots to buy 
them, having boon first provided with, money by 
their husliands. Thoy were also : largely . given as 
New Y'jar's gifts. 

When pins became cheap and common, tho ladies 
spent their allowances on other "feminine fads and 
fancies," but the term "pin money" has over remain- 
ed in vogue. 

Many are the sayings and proverbs concomlng 
pins. "For two pins," Is a phrase wo use, sometlmcB 
as a. threat and sometimes In ,fun. ,.,a^l)ero ,was in 
Ijondon some months ago, qulteiia'.iromantio.vi'drama, 
sot back In the 14th century, at 'the liyceumiTneatrp; . 
updor tho title of "Two PinH." ' " 



A four and a half gallon cask of ale or beer Is 
tcclinically known as a pin, and 1 know an old inn 
in the town of Nottingham, in England, called "Ye 
Olde Corner Pin." 

These phrases will readily occur to most of my 
readers, "I don't care a pin, or a pin's point," "He's 
not worth a pin," "Don't pin your faith, etc." 

Shakespeare says, in "Romeo and Juliet": "The 
pin of tho heai-t," the centre; tho allusion is to tho 
pin which fastened tho clout or white mark on a tar- 
get in archery. Macdonald Clarke wrote: 

"Whilst twilight's curtain, gathering far, 
Is iilnned with a diamond star." 

A merry pln.ils a roysterer. 

We are told that Dunstan introduced tho plan of 
pegging tankards to check the Intemperate habits of 
.;tho Engliai}i of , his time. ; This was called "pin tan- 
kards." It will bo remembered that St. Dunstan was 
able on a memorable occasion to pin tho Devil wltli 
his red-hot pincers. We all know what to bo weak 
on the pins rneans.. To be-in merry pin, is not now 
so common, a saying as it ilised to-bo, 

Pegge, In his '"Anonymiana,*",*afat'es' that 'the old * 
tankards used to be divided'-lnto.' eight 0;equal'jparts;5f 
and. each pai't was marked .wlth'a.'sllver'SpIrilfJ'-iiTh'e? 
cups held two quarts, consequently tho. quantity^from'^ 
pin to pin was half a Winchester -pint.- By-the''i:ulo"s^ 
of good-tellowshlp, a drinker, was. supposed to stop 
only at a pin, and .if hp idrank , beyond It was to' 
drink to tho next one. As it was very diflicult to 
atop at the exact pin the vain efforts gave rise to 
great mirth. Longfellow sings, in "The Golden Le- 
gend:— •. : . ■ , ■ ' 

. ; ;.."Ko sppg, no laugh/, no Jovial din 
, . Of .drinking wassail to the pin." 

The saynig, "I do not pin my faith upon your 
sleeve," means that one is not going to take another's 
' ipse dixit" as gospel. "In feudal times badges were 
worn, and the partisans of a leader used to wear his 
badge, which was pinned to the sleeve. Sometimes," 
continues Brewster, "badges were changed for 
specific purposes, and persons learned to doubt 
Hence the phrase, "You wear the badge, but I do 
not Intend to pin my faith on your sleeve." 

Ho twirled at tho pin. The same authority ex- 
plains that this means that he rattled at the iatoh to 
give notice that he was about tc enter. 

The pin was not only tho latch of chamber doors, 
and cottages, but tho "rasp" of castles, used Instead 
of the modern knocker. It was attached to a ring 
which produced a grating sound to give warning to 
the warder. In "Charlie -is My Darling," are thoao 
lines:— 

"Sae llcht ho Jumped upon the stair. 

And tirled at the pin, 
And who sae readty as herself 
. . . . To let the laddie in?" 

There is. a story of a Scotsman who won a thnu- 
sand pins in a lqttery and ho said it was a swindle 
as there were only nine hundred and ninety-nine, for 
he had counted them himself.

It signifies good-luck and prosperltyfiffa house Is 
Inhab ted by crickets; but, according ;:to Van old wri- 
ter, "It Is a sign of death to some.?;: lii;« that houso 
whoro crickets havo been many.^years if on a sudden 
they forsake the chimney," . , ' i 

A similar superstition Is e attached, to tho sudden 
appearance of crlckvjts In a house to 'tirhlbh thoy have 
been strangers. Addison tolls us In the' .''Spootator" 
that moro terror has been caused by tHe';!'Ciy of a- 
cricket than by the roar of a Hon! , Tho extraordin- 
arily loud chirping of crickets ;WllI';usualIy4be follow- 
ed by heavy rains, while a ruhyofibnailuok^'is In storo 
for whoever kills one of tliese ' noisy' Httlo insects. 

Tho unexpected appearance of spiders In a houao 
is also a sign of coming rains; and to kill a spider 
has for many years been a notoriously unfortunate 
action. . • . ,- 

Tho Germans look upon It'as la- Blgn of rgroat good 
luck should a spider spin its' web Howards' one; but 
bad luck Is In storo for the person that the spider 
rises up as if to approach. Very tiny spiders— 

"money spinners," as tlioy aro commonly called 

will bring good fortune to the person upon whom 
thoy flnst alight, but, of course, if thoy are destroy- 
ed this will all be driven away and toad luck will 
take Its place. • , 

In the sixteenth century there was a superstition • 
rife among tho Spaniards that wheresoever spiders 
woro to be found In abundance, there was gold In 
plenty. 

If flies crowd together In warm places during tho 
summer storms and heavy winds may bo looked for- 
ward to; but good weather is denoted by swarms of ' 
them flying together In tho. sunshine. If flies go- 
away very early in the autumn a heavy winter with 
much frost may bo expected. According to tho

of several good days with ducks and brant. 
The shooting there of course depends very 
much on the wind and weather. The worse 
the weather the better the sport, and vice 
versa. • ■ , ■ . 

' • ' 'I been puzzling my head rather over 
a letter that appeared some fewai days '.ago ia 
the daily press from a farmer Hip > the E. & N. 
line who complained that he was feeding 
pheasants for the Fish and Game Club to 
shoot, and who seemed to think it was up to 
that organization to supply grain for the 
farmers to continue to feed the pheasants.^ 

.Two things puzzled me. One was, if it is 
necessary to feed pheasants here in tlie win- 
tertime, how is.it,th£lt ;they have admittedly 
increased and thrive'd-here since their introduc- 
tion a good many years ago. Another puzzling 
thing was that it should be taken for granted 
that after the farmers^ in that district have so 
fed the pheasants, the m.embers.qf,the-Fish;an^^ 
Game club should be at 'libertyvto "c'otne^^^^^^^^^^ 
shoot them free. If this is really the case, I 
must hasten to join that'club; and would gladly 
pay, for a good many bushels of grain for the 
privilege of shooting pheasants, in the Cow- 
ichan valley, for instance. 

I find it hard to believe that the recent cold 
snap will have wrought very great havoc 
among the pheasants. Of course in theirfha-i 
tive land, where the winter is more severe'thari 
it is here, there is an abundance of winter food 
all over : the hills, but it seems to me that a 
. hardy bidr lilcep:Ehasianus Torquatus will 
- nianage to rustle^'a'living somehow, even if the 
supply of berries is smaller here, though of 
course in the close season, when he knows he 
is safe from sportsmen, he will not be overshy 
in chumming with the fowls, and sharing their 
allowance. 

. I wish I could have accepted that land- 
owner's invitation to come and see for myself. 
I would gladly have contributed to the feed- 
bill according to my means if he had extended 
the invitation to come and shoot for myself 
next season. 

As it is, not being a personal friend of any 
landowner in the district, pheasantesho(jtirig is 
a sport in which I have no 'sliare?-'h"ereV'' ' 

I dp not gruinble abqut.it., J*recognize the 
justice of a farm6r-'^rHfei^^^^ and 
friends the right of shooting the game on his 
land, but what I do not understand is that he 
should grumble because others who have no 
right to shoot on his land without his permis- 
sion do not send him contributions to help feed 
his game through a spell of exceptional 
weather. • 

Grilse have started to run in Saanicli Arral- 
The Indians are catching them, but the wea- 
ther has been a little chilly yet for most white 
anglers, though some enthusiasts have done 
well.

.dencelhadi'siippliedithatitidbit to her that rest 




the pools; for the water was cold and mere 
panfish were acceptable. 

Placing some moss on the bottom of the 
creel, I put in the helpless partridge, fastened 
down the lid and car^^^ him to the house and 
up stairs to . rhy room. A serious situation ! 
How long would the bird be drunk? When 
sober, would his fright and effort to escape 
not make him fly suddenly against the first ob- 
stacle and kill himself?

This pigeonTberryJoriJnk-bqrryi (Phytolacca:; 
decandra), is known all over eastern ' America, 
its dark purple berries clustering in long pen- 
dants from stalks of crimson lake. What a 
temptation to the birds — for it is narcotic, and 
even intoxicating. The berries are so luscious 
and juicy, the strong scent from the poison in 
its roots, mounting to tiie plant, attracts the 
woodpeckers and chcwinjcs, grosbeaks and 
warblers||flickers and robins.

Contrast this vith the example 
of Mr. Stewart, author of "The Practical 
Angler," a book which is still unbeaten in its 
line. Mr. Stewart gives only six flies for the 
whole season. Between the museum of 156 
specimens and the pill-box of half a dozen there 
is somewhere a happy medium, and in the 
north we are' trying to find it. We are com- 
ing to the 'conclusion that too much has been 
made of the supposed ability of the trout to.

In 1S70, Just thirty, ."years 
ago, there was war between these couhtrlos.'^.cChill 
took two of the Peruvian provinces, Tacnaland-'Arlca, 
and now her neighbor wants them back.i/^So.'Warshlps 
are hurrj'lng to their home portg^.p^lty ma^^^^ 
this will be only another of those rumors of war of 
which the last months have been so full. 

•Do an.y of tho older boys go over to the parlia- 
ment buildings to listen to tho speeches of the mem- 
bers? It would be amusing as well as instructive to 
hear some of the debater!. The reply to the speech 
of the governor ha."; been finished. Some long 
speeches have been niado and tho ministers in tho 
mornings have listened to those who wished to ob- 
tain favors from them. In tho remaining weeks of 
the session, laws will be passed and money voted to 
carry on tho iniblic works of the country. There will 
be much talking, explaining and faultchullng before 
this is all done, for that Is the way of all parlia- 
ments. Those young people who want to know just 
what Is going on should read the reports of the 
House from dav to day.

It Is more than forty years since the Canadian 
Confederation was formetl. During that timo tho 
country has boon peaceful and prosjiorous.' Except 
the province of Quebec all the colonies were British 
and tile I'^rench of that province had boon British 
subjects for more than a hundred years. The peoples 
of Au,'3tralla and Now Zealand, seeing that Canada 
was a much greater country united than would havo 
boon tho ca.se if the colonies had renialnod separate, 
have followed our example. Now South Africa is 
about to form a Confederation. It would be easy to 
think that the government that would suit our coun- 
try might not bo successful in South Africa. Natiil 
and Capo Colony have long been British colonics, but 
it is not yet teii years since the Transvaal and tho 
Orange Kreo State were Dutch republics. Besides 
this, there is a great population of negroes in all tho 
states. Some of those are degraded but the greater 
numb(;r, tho Kaffirs, are said to be a race capable of 
Improvoniont. To rule these subject races wisely, to 
develop the country and to make it a strong and 
powerful part of tho British Empire is a task for wise 
statesmen. This tho Dutchmen and the Englishmen 
of South Africa seem equally doterminod to ac- 
complish. Tho best men of both races have met to-

Canada lias been borrowing a very largo sum, 
$30,000,000, in England. -Vlthough Canada i.s a rich 
country she has often need of ready money to build 
her railroads, canals and other great public works. 
Tho bankers of Groat Uritaln are glad to lend her 
money, for they know that a good interest will bo 
paid. They see that Iier rich mines, farms, forests 
and fisheries uro worth many times tho value of any 
joan. This time, instead of getting all the loan from 
the great bankers of London, Mr. Fielding, tho llnanc'o 
minister, has borrowed part of it from men and wo- 
men who have only small sums to invest but who are 
glad of a sure income. Perhaps lie thinks that this 
will cause these gentlemen and ladies to take an In- 
torost in their debtor, Mrs. Canada, and tliat they 
will llnd out how rich she la and send out their sons 
and daughters to help to turn tho wealth of the soil, 
the mine, the forost or tlie soa into money. There 
are many people who say that Canadians themselves 
ought to be much more saving. AVe are not like the 
Vrench people, who never waste anything and who 
put every cent they do not need Into some safe place. 
When, more than thirty years ago, tho Germans de- 
feated tho French and forced the government, in or- 
der to save the country, to promise to pay an lin- 
inenso sum, from every cottage in the country men 
and women came bringing their little savings to help 
to pay oft the debt. Of cour.se they wore in time 
paid hack, but it wa;; a great thing for tho country 
tliat her own people luul the money and that they 
wore willing to lend it. It is neither right nor wise 
to waste money. It is not those ^: '\vlio':; spend moat, 
freely who are most generous. 

Tho Emperor of Germany celebrated his fiftieth 
blrtliday last week. Emperor William is descended 
from a verv famous family. His father and grand- 
father were both great warriors .as well as able rulers. 
His mother was tho daughter of Queen Victoria. 
During the reign of hla father, after a great war, all 
the small countries which now make up the empire of 
Germany were united and the king of Prussia took 
the title of Emperor of Germany. Afterwards, in 
1870, there was a great war with France, and the 
two provinces of .Alsaeo-Lorraine were taken from 
lier and added to the great Empire. Since that time 
Gcrmanv has been one of the foremost powers in 
Europe." When AViilUim II. came to the throne it was 
fearod that the young emperor, finding himself at tno 
head of a nation of trained soldiers, would not leave 
his neighbors in peace. Yet, though the Kaiser has 
kept his army ready for battle and has steadily en- 
larged his navy he has not injured even the smallest 
of his neighbors. Sometimes he has made rasn 
speeches which have made his friends angry, but on 
the whole ho has used bis great influence to proyont 
wars.

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•N the series of articles under the head- 
ing of "Famous . PVenchmen of the 
Eighteenth Centurj'-," now brought 
to a close, which I must say has been 
most interesting and instructive, and 
the reading of which I have much 
enjoyed, my only source of regret has been 
that the writer has almost ignored the work 
of the distinguished scientists of that age, and 
I shall be pleased if you will allow me on be- 
half of lovers of science, niathematical and 
chemical students, to state a few facts which 
may not be generally known. After Sir Isaac 
Newton had propounded the theory of univer- 
sal gravitation and predicted that the figure 
^of the earth would be that of a spheroid, to 
?,i^verif3r;^ithia! two 'celebrated expeditions were 
:^^n^a3e under"t^ of the French govern- 

ment — the first- great scientific|i|expedition 
ever made in the history of the world— one in 
Lapland and the other in Peru. Since that 
time extensive measures have been taken on 
other parts of the earth, one at the Cape of 
Good Hope, in the first instance by Lacaille, 
a Frenchman. There is also one measure 
which is worth recording. It is that from 
Dunkirk, in France, to Barcelona, in Spain, 
;and afterwards continued to Formentera, a 
small island near to Minorca. This was done 
during- the' most fierce times of the French 
revolution, a time which most people consider 
one of pure anarchy and bloodshed but the gov- 
ernment of France, although laboring under 
the greatest difficulties, sent out a scientific 
expedition during the worst limes of the revo- 
lution and completed a work to which nothing 
■equal had been attempted by England up to that 
time. Tn- i798 when Napoleon was setting out 
upon his Egyptian expedition, he added to his 
staff a band of scholars entrusted with the 
task of studying and preparing for publication 
.an account of the remains, of antiquity. The 
result was a work which formed the founda- 
tion of modern Eg3^ptological studies. Anotlier 
■ direct outcome of the expedition was the dis- 
coyer;j[;|jpff^he;^famous Rossetta stone, which 
coritaine^'bMm and cuneiform in- 

scriptions accompanied with a Greek trans- 
lation, which served as a basis for a trust- 
worthy system of decipherment of the ancient 
language of the Nile, so that to some extent we 
are indebted to Napoleon for that knowledge 
of the language through which we have been 
able to decipher the monumental inscriptions 
of Ancient Egypt and Persia. 

The stimulus to scientific lesearch inspired 
by Napoleofijtfialth^Ug^ only to the 

early years oFtlie 'Nineteenth Century, is a 
debt we owe to the French natipn;:,;j^.c A 
such may be mentioned his offering'premiiims 
for the best method of extracting sugar from 
beetroots, and the encouragement given to 
architecture and the School of Fine Arts in 
Paris, where so many of our most successful 
architects have received their instruction. The 
result of his early. •;ideajtofcniaking the 
great repository of -th'e litefature' works of 
' art {pf the-: world was that even in the eight- 
eenth' century France possesed the largest li- 
brary of any nation. ,«i^4i.^;W 
I have no desire to tread on political ground}'^ 
but I think a great deal more can be said in 
justification of Napoleon's conduct, and cer- 
tainly, as far as the closing years of the eight- 
eenth century are concerned, to talk of bound- 
less ambition and conquering the world for 
France, is ridiculous. He was simply defend- 
ing and carrying dut the principles of the Revo- 
lution, and:by .ljis military abilities prevented 
the monarchies of Europe from stamping them 
out of existence. He restored order among the 
masses of the people, established again the 
national religion which had been previously 
abolished, and by his encouragement to science 
and the fine arts made France a shining light 
among the nations, and the cultured skill and 
refinement of her artists made her the leading 
nation' in the realm of art. Previous to the 
revolution all the soda used in the manufacture 
of glass, soap, etc., was obtained from the ashes 
of marine plants, but when France was engag- 
ed in war with nearly all Europe, this could 
no longer be obtained, and in this emergency 
the Committee of Public Safety called upon all 
citizens to place in the hands of the commis- 
sioners without regard to private interests any 



chemistry of all nationalities arc r.egarded as 
almost sacred relics. 

Lavoisier, in connection with BerthoUet, 
established the fundamental .principle of mod- 
ern chemistry and laid the fbuhdation' of mod- 
ern chemical nomenclature. BertheUpt:/^^ 
also be justly considered as the first'true iinysi- 
cal chemist. Space will not admit of more than 
the mere mention of a few of the names of the 
illustrious Frenchmen of that, period, from Ar- 
gand's improvements in lamps for illumination 
to Lcland s catalogue of the stars; even the 
subject of aerial navigation, about Avhich we 
now hear so much, had its origin with the 
Montgolfiers. ;ThC!;iirst public ascent of a bal- 
loon Avas made ill France in 17S3. The process 
, of making paper in a continuoas roll was first 
brought to England from France in 1799, while 
Dumas, Gay Lussac, Arago, and Biot are men 
whose work in connection with the history of 
science of that age will be remembered for all 
time. Guizot, in his history of civilization, 
has maintained that civilization generally had 
originated in France, and when we consider the 
work of the distinguished scientific investiga- 
tors of that country we must agree that in mat- 
ters of science at least this has been the case. I 
was pleased that a page had been devoted to 
the famous naturalists, Buffon, Cuvicr, and the 
celebrated Lamarck, who were certainly de- 
serving of a place in the niche of fame which 
future generations will accord to them. To me 
it was a matter of regret that the eminent 
workers in the domain of physics and natural 
philosophy, whose work, in connection with 
that of the distinguished chemists, has been of 
incalculable benefit to mankind, together with 
the illustrious mathematicians of that age, 
should have been passed almost without notice 
or recognition. Sir Isaac Newton, the author 
of the Principia, acknowledged by all nations 
as the greatest mathematician and philosopher 
of any age, with all his transcendent abilities 
]jroved himself human and. in hi?. theoretical in- 
vesligiiLiun of the velocity of Vouri'd the cause of 
the discrepancy in Newton's calculation was 
first pointed out by I^aplace. His work on the 
survey for determining the figure of the earth 
and the mathematical skill displayed in formu- 



lating;|tltf^K&r^|by wh^ solar system 

canie 'imo : exis^6'nce. stamped him as being 
worthy of a place by the side of his illustrious 
predecessor among the world's greatest men. 
Scurvy politicians that Shakespeare speaks 
about as pretending to see things that do not 
exist may cause jealousy and a tendency to 
.strife among different nationalities, but in the 
broad domain of science there arc no political 
boundaries, ]n6|q|^eiStipn of 
history of , all ' tli'^^^^^^^^^ thjit the 

apostles of science have all been animated by 
one desire. Their only faith has been to know 
the truth, their only fear to believe a lie, and 
the fact that, amid a!! the rancorous feelings 
and angry strife ciiused by u lo-ig series of wars 
between the two foremost nations of the world, 
Arago, the distinguished French scientist, re- 
ceived .at the, hands ii of -Sir! ^Humphrey Davy, 
the Copley medal of' tile of Eng- 

land, the highest award- it Was in its power to 
bestOAv, was a lesson on the brotherhood of na- 
tions politicians would do well to copy. 




Interest in Burns 



FOR FUTURE RAILROAD TIES 

One of the great railroads lo the Pacific 
coast is.perfecting plans for a forest of eucalyp- 
tus trees in San Diego County, California, 
from which, to obtain a {Steady supply of cross- 
tics. A ranch of 8,000 acres has been pur- 
chased for thi.s imrpo.se, and a.s a start 600 
acres will be planted. It is estimated that in 
eighteen years the company will I)e able lo har- 
vest from si.x to eight lies to a tree, and keep 
up the harvest thl'roafter continually. At pre- 
sent the system uses about 3,000,000 ties an- 
nually. In eighteen years the company thinks 
it will be able to obtain form its forest 7,000,- 
000 annually. The growing scarcity of timber 
suitable for ties, with a resultant increase in 
their cost, has led eleven roads to start forests 
Ten roads in the East have already planted in 
their respective forest sites thousands of catal- 
pa, black locust, red oak, pin oak and chestnut. 
The road mentioned has selected the eucalyp- 
tus because of its rapid growth and adaptibil- 
ity to the climate of California, New MexicP 
and Texas. Eucalyptus ties in Hawaii are said 
to last fifteen years. East of Albuquerque this 
road is using Georgia pine. At present certain 
California roads arc using many thousands of 
redwood ties on the coast. They arc also get- 
ting oak ties from Japan.— Chicago News.

N the 25th of January Scotchmen 
in every corner of the world 
celebrated the 150th anniversary of 
Robert Burn.';' birth, and did 
fitting honor to the memory of 
^ their national poet; - ThejivScote^ 
man's love for ' Burns grows steadily ^WitH ' me 
years. Other nations rnay boast ;of their wri- 
ters; their artists and their men of varied tal- 
ents, but no other fighre'm the wh^ie field of 
literature or of art v is yearly honored like 
Burns on the anniversary of his birth. Where- 
ever Scotchmen arc found there is each Janu- 
ary a "Burns day" or a "Burns night"— some 
.igitpnT^ a Burns celpbratioii^i^^^aig^ 
' V noir^'even the great 'dramatilt':fiim^^^ 
similar recognition. 

Burns' worshippers, too, are not confined 
to the literary elect nor to the "educated 
■ set"; their names arc not all in the social regis- 
ter nor on the rolls of college graduates; they 
includ'e as well the quiet, unknown, simple- 
hearted country folk from Avhom Burns him- 
self came and whom he always in his life-time 
loved. These, after all, are the true audience 
of a poet; it is these that test his worth .and 
save him from mortality— the ' lonely, un- 
counted souls who still possess the treasures 
of the humble and who in a conventional, arti- 
ficial age 3'et read Burns and Shakespeare and 
the Bible and find contentment in their pages.

Burns has a peculiar interest in Canadians, 
for the first attempt to publish his poetry out- 
side of Great Britain was made in our own 
country. The first edition of his poems ap- 
peared at Kilmarnock — near his own home — in 
the autumn of::j786..v Through v the kindness 
and encouragement 'of Dr. Thomas Blacklock, 
a second edition was brought out in Edinburgh 
in April, 1787. The first edition in England 
appeared in London in 1788. In ' 1789, the

Whether or not this advertis'eH'^scheine* was 
carried out, or whether' the^ respbhs& to the 
project was not generous enough to -warrant 
its undertaking, one cannot tell. I have been 
unable, after careful inquiry, to find a copy of 
the proposed book — which today would be of 
rare value to the Canadian literary collector; 
nor have I been able to learn anything of the 
pljati pther than,;-vv%t^ajppe^s i the yellowing 
number^pf the pl(l ^G?azel^^ was then 

thirty years old, and had but seven years of 
his brief and troubled existence left him. One 
likes to think that — if he heard of it — this pro- 
posal by admirers in a foreign and unknown 
land — may have somewhat eased the bitterness 
of his many failures at home. The interest 
shown Jn- his work at that time by a strangly 
mirig-ledi;.and heterogeneous people in our new 
and 'distant country has never been lost. Can- 
adians gave him the first recogntion beyond 
his own little Britain. They have continued 
to honor him for one hundred and twenty 
years.

HOW TO SPEAK IN PUBLIC 

Mr. W. T. Stead has some very interesting 

things to say on the great public speakers he 
has heard, and on "the art of public speaking"' 
in the January Windsor Magazine. 

".The Irish," he says, "are much the most 
eloquent pf the English-speaking nations. 
Even in America, Mr. W. J. Bryan is of Irish 
descent. In the eighteenth century the greatt 
Parliamentary orators Avere Irishmen. Burke, 
Sheridan, Grattan, Curran and Flood were all 
Irish. In the nineteenth, Plunkett, . Shiel, 
O'Connell, Magee, A. M. Sullivan, and Sexr 
ton all stand in the front rai.k. 

"Mr, Bright, by common consent, was the 
greatest orator of the last half-century. Un- 
like Joseph Cowen, he cultivated a style of se- 
vere simplicity. It was but seldom, and only 
in his hotter youth, that he ventured upon the 
daring metaphors which kindled the imagina- 
tion of his hearers. 

Here are some "practical words of advice 
based upon considerable experience as a 
speaker," says Mr. Stead, "and still more as a 
listener: 

"i. Never speak without having something 
to say. ' , 

2. Always sit down When you have said it. 
"3. Remember, speech is dumb show when 
it is not audible. 

"4. Think definitely, pronounce clearly, 
stand naturally, and do not speak too fast. 

"5. Welcome articulate interruption, no 
matter how hostile. 

"6. Two things should never be lost — 
your temper and. the thread of your discourse. 

"7. Remember that the eyes are a,s eloquent 
as the tongue. - 

"8. Never hesitate to let yourself go, at the 
right time. 

"9. Never read your speech, but always 
have the heads, of your discourse handy. 

"10. And never forget Cardinal Manning's 
saying: 'Be full of your subject and forget 
yourself.' " , '
